WASHINGTON, July 31.—Spend- 
ing for war is today at the rate 
of $7,700,000,00 a month, or. 90 
billion dollars annually, and a year 
from ‘now the public debt will be 
well above 200 billion, President 
Roosevelt reported today in a sum- 
mation of the state of the budget 
for the fiscal year 1944, which be- 
gan on July 1, 

The astronomical sum of 330 bil- 
lion dollars has been made avail- 
able for war expenditures since 
July of 1940, according to the 
President’s statement. While only 
110 billion actually had been spent 
up to June 30 of this year, officers 
of the Bureay of the Budget gay 
that within the next eight or nine 
months the margin will be greatly 
narrowed. 

With pride the President point- 
ed out that his January estimate 
of 100 billion for war expenditures 
during the current fiscal! year 
still stands. While in recent 
months the index of production 
has not risen appreciably, indi- 
cating an approach to ‘capacity, 
the President expressed belief that 
a further increase is possible “if 
Government, management, and la- 
bor constructively tackle the prob- 
lems of the most effective use of 
our resources.” Industrial produc- 
tion increased 68 per cent from 
1940 to 1943, according to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board index. 

Shift in Strategy. 

The President, in his report, dis- 
closed a strategy-born reduction of 
six billion dollars in Army esti- 
mates, most of it to permit great- 
er emphasis on sea warfare. 

War Department funds, he re- 
ported, have been cut from earlier 
estimates of 62 billio:1 to 56 bil- 
lion, with four billion of the re- 
duction shifted directly to the 
Navy, making the total for that 
branch 28 billion. 

He told a press seminar on the 
report that many factors influ- 
enced the revisions. Strategy has 
been more fully shaped, he said, 
consequently leaving a more bal- 
anced perspective of our military 
needs and the needs of our Allies.

Transportation Corps 
Lists Achievements — 
20 Million Tons of 
Cargo Sent Overseas. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
The Army transportation corps, 
rounding out its first year of op- 
erations, reported today it had 
moved two million soldiers over- 
seas to more than 50 countries and 
United States possessions. 

These are some of its other ac- 
complishments: 

Moved 20 million tons of cargo 
overseas, an average of tons 
per soldier per month, exclusive of 
lease-lend tonnage. 

Supervised movement of 25 mil- 
lion troops by domestic carriers, 
four-fifths of thenf ‘by rail. 

Moved seven million inductees by 
rail. The rail movements required 
the issuance of 90,000 separate 
troops movement orders for the 
transport of 12 million soldiers 
using 72,368 coaches, 241,166 sleep- 
ing cars, 49,987 baggage cars and 
101,881 refrigerator, box, flat and 
gondola cars. 

Moved more than 80 million tons 


-of Army freight and express ship- 


ments by rail, nearly six million 
tons by highway. 

More supplies were sent to the 
North African theater of opera- 
tions alone, than were sent to 
Europe from this country during 
the entire period of the first 
World War, the War Department 
said. 

Gen. Charles P. Gross is 
chief of transportation, with a per- 
sonnel of 256,000 men, stationed 
throughout the world.

U. $. CUTS BUTTER PURCHASES 
TO EASE CIVILIAN SHORTAGE 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
With some areas reporting short- 
ages of butter, the War Food Ad- 
ministration took steps today to 
increase civilian supplies during 
August. 

It lowered from 40 to 30 per cent 
the amount of butter which pro- 
ducers must set aside for military 
and other war requirements, The 
remainder may be released for 
civilian distribution under the ra- 
tioning program.

A drouth which threatened se- 
rious damage to farm and gar- 
den crops was broken yesterday 
by a Irte afternoon storm, accom- 
panied by thunder and lightning.

ARMY HAS FOOD, FUEL 
SUPPLIES FOR ITALIANS 
IF NATION SURRENDERS 


CHICAGO, July 31 (AP). 

AJ. GEN. E. B. GREGORY, 
M tie Army’s Quartermaster 

General, disclosed today | 
that the Army has in reserve 
supplies of fuel and food to 
serve the Italian people if and 
when that nation negotiates 
peace. 

“One of the duties of the 
Quartermaster Corps is to fur- 
nish supplies for peoples of oc- 
cupied countries for the first 
60 days,” he said. “After that 
period the Allied military gov- 
ernment established in these 
territories is in charge of these 
supplies.” 

Gen, Gregory, here to inspect 
the Chicago Quartermaster De- 
pot, said the Army inventory of 
food and clothing was un- 
usually good because the Quar- 
termaster Corps purchased 
more than 50 per cent of its 
yearly quotas during the first 
half of the year. 

He indicated there soon 
might be a reduction in the al- 
location of wool for the armed 
services which would release 
supplies for civilian needs suf- 
ficient to further postpone pos- 
sible clothing rationing. 


10,000 REPORTED 
AILLED IN WEEK'S 
RAIDS ONTAMBURG 


Block After Block Lev- 
eled, People Streaming 
Out. of Ruined City, 
Witnesses Say.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, July 31 
(AP).—More than 1500 frightened 
German women and children from 
bomb-shattered Hamburg crowded 
the Danish border tonight waiting 
for sanctuary and thousands of 
others were streaming out of Ger- 
many’s second largest city and 
main port toward refuge in East- 
ern Germany, 

Persons recently in the city said 
Hamburg virtually had “ceased to 
exist” after a week of unprece- 
dented air raids that leveled block 
after block and killed perhaps 10,- 


000 persons. 

Eyewitnesses, including about 
5000 Danish workers who fled from 
Hamburg, told of devastation per- 
haps unequalled in the war. Their 
reports were relayed to Stockholm, 

The workmen, who arrived in a 
crowded freight train, included 
one Dane dressed in pajamas who 
was in a state of nervous col- 
lapse. The men were all admit- 
ted to Denmark despite their lack 
of identification papers — which 
they said had been burned—be- 
cause they spoke Danish. 

Negotiations were underway to 
admit the German women and 
children waiting at the border upon 
the promise of Germans living in 
Schleswig to find quarters for 
them in their homes.

Swedish crewmen of a ship 
which was hit while in Hamburg 
were quoted by the newspaper

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 31 (AP).— 
The German defenders of the 
mountainous northeastern corner 
of Sicily, hard put to maintain a 
connected defense line in the face 
of steady advances by American 
and Canadian forces in the north 
and central sectors of the front, 
were put under heavy pressure on 
the south today when the British 
Eighth Army struck powerfully on 
the dormant Catania front. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
communique said that the British, 
after heavy artillery preparation, 
made “good progress” and caused 
the Germans heavy casualties, _ 

The Americans were battering 

their way eastward along moun- 
tain ridges in the north and each 
gain made more precarious the 
German hid on San Stefano, 
coastal anchor of a line already 
breached and reformed farther 
back in the interior, 
The Canadians, at the central 
pivot position, smashed on past 
Agira after an air and artillery 
barrage described by German vet- 
erans as worse than anything they 
had lived through in Russia or 
North Africa, | 

Three Islands Surrender. ‘ 
Three small islands—Favignana, 
Levanzo and Marrettimo — off 
Sicily’s west coast, ran up the 
white flag. 

The Americans, capturing their 
first sizable bunch of Germans in 
Sicily, listed more than 500 Nazis 
among nearly 1000 more prisoners 
taken in their sector. 

Following the pattern of their 
Tunisian break-through to Mateur, 
American artillerymen laid down 
a bonecrushing barrage which lev- 
eled pillboxes and trenches, and 
then the infantry rushed in 100 
yards behind the rolling curtain of 
fire and overran the defenders be- 
fore they could recover. 

A similar use of artillery was be- 
ing employed by the British, while 
fighter-bombers in relay ripped at 
pillboxes near Mount Etna. 

While today’s communique gave 
no new positions for the Allied 
armies, it was believed the Ameri- 
cans and Canadians were moving 
on Mistretta, on the road just 
south of San Stefano and Troina, 
road junction 12 or 15 miles east 
of Nicosia. 

Although the fighting was mov- 


vorable to defense, the Germans 
had not been able to bring the of- 
fensive to a stop. 

Big Air Battle. 

One of the biggest air battles in 
days was fought over Sardinia yes- 
terday, when Warhawks tangled 
with about 35 enemy fighters and 
shot down 21. The one Allied plane 
lost yesterday was shot down in 
this fight. The day’s toll of enemy 
aircraft was 26.

Allied Acceptance of Pro-

ALGIERS, July 31 (AP).—Gens. 
Charles de Gaulle and Henri Giraud 
achieved today unification of all 
the French fighting forces under 
a single command responsible to a 
central government in a forceful 
bid for recognition by the United 
States and Britain as an equal 
partner in the Allied war effort. 
Decrees named Gen. Giraud com- 
mander in chief of all the French 
land, sea and air forces in the 
world and gave Gen. de Gaulle 
presidency of a new Committee of 
National Defense. 

The new French organization 
was immediately followed with a 
statement by the French Commis- 
sioner of Information, Henri Bon- 
net, that Brjtish and Americar 
recognition of the De Gaulle-Gi- 
raud setup as a provisional gov- 
ernment was “absolutely neces-

“Our countrymen in France re- 
gard recognition as a sign we are 
fully accepted in Allied ranks,” he 
said. “When French troops land 
on the shores of France tomorrow, 
they must go there as the fighting 
forces of a recognized Allied gov- 
ernment.”

95 Nazi Tanks Wrecked, 

28 Planes Downed as 
Reds Check Major Blow 
Southwest of Voreshi- 
lovgrad. 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (Sunday) (AP). 
—Russian big guns smashed 95 
German tanks yesterday as Soviet 
forces fought to a standstill an- 
other major Axis blow in the Don- 


ets Basin of Southern Russia, 
while in the Orel sector Red 
troops rolled on slowly to take sev- 
eral opulate places, killing 1400 
Germans in the advance. 

The German push scuthwest of 
Voroshilovgrad, powered with 
tanks, planes and shock troops, 
“reeled back under concentrated 
Soviet shelling, said the Moscow 
midnight communique. 

In one sector 45 German tanks 
were knocked out. 

In ano*™ the bulletin said, 
German infantry divisions; cov- 
ered by large numbers of tanks, 
attacked the Russian lines. 5o- 
viet troops separa‘*d the enemy in- 
fantry from the tanks by machine 
gun and rifle fire and forced the 
troops to turn back. Then Red 
artillery and tanks picked off the 
Axis armor, wrecking 50 German 
tanks. 

28 Nazi Planes Downed. 

German .aircraft were used in 
great numbers in this drive and 
28 were brought down by Russian 
antiaircraft fire and fighter planes. 

An earlier special bulletin said 
that on Friday, the first day of 
the German attack in the south, 
95 tanks were wrecked in the area 
out of 103 disabled or destroyed on 
the entire Russian ‘ront. Fifty- 
eight enemy aircraft also were 
shot down on all fronts on that 
day. 

The German Donets Basin move 
was an attempt to divert Russian 
strength from gravely menaced 
Orel, 325 milc3 to the northwest. 
But the Soviet central armies, 
slogging through knee-deep mud 
around Orel, gained steadily in 
their semi-encirclement of that big 
Nazi base. 

The Russians said the desperate 
German defenders, hurriedly rein- 
forced by airborne troops from 
France and rmany, launched 
four counterattacks which were 
beaten down,.0Y Soviet troops near 
the gates of the city. Six hundred 
Germans were killed in one of 
these futile charges. 

Fighting North of Orel. 

North of Orel, where several vil- 
lages were captured, a series of 
German counterattacks faded after 
1500 of their men were killed. 
Twenty heavy guns and other war 
material were captured there, the 
communique said. 

Three German counterattacks 
were fought off south of Orel, and 
a German strongpoint occupied. 
Eight Nazi tanks were burned, 
many Germans were killed and an 
artillery and three mortar batteries 
destroyed. 

The failure of Germany's third 
summer campaign, and the steady 
success of the Russian counter- 
prompted the _ Soviet 
Army newspaper Red Star to com- 
ment: 

“The prospects of an utter de- 
feat of the German Army is be- 
coming - more imminent.” 

A Berlin broadcast, recorded by 
the Associated Press, declared that 
since July 5, when the German 
summer offens‘ve *-gan, 57,000 So- 
viet prisoners had been taken, 7000 
Russian tanks destroyed and 2500 
Soviet guns captured or destroyed. 

The diversionary German attack 
in the Donets Basin, in failing to 
achieve a breakthrough on the first 
day, indicated the Germans would 
not be able to make a serious ad- 
vance. The Red Army now has 
had 24 hours to prepare for the 
assault and the Germans have lost 

the element of surprise. 

; (The German communique said 
nothin of the fighting below 
Voroshilovgrad, but asserted that 
heavy Russian assaults near Orel 
“were frustrated in fluctuating 
fighting, with heavy losses inflict- 
ed on the enemy.” It said 148 
Russian tanks had been destroyed 
in the last two days.) 


ENEMY-INSPIRED RACKET 
CURBED BY U, S. TREASURY 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
An enemy-inspired ransom racket 
has been brought under control, 
the Treasury reported tonight. It 
pictured the workings of the racket 
this way: 

A group in Switzerland, purport- 
ing to represent persons in enemy- 
occupied countries, sent demands 
for large sums of money to rela- 
tives and friends of those indi- 
viduals in this country for the 
purchase of exit permits. Sent 
abroad, the funds simply became 
foreign exchange credits for the 
enemy agenta. 

Aided by an agreement with the 
British and Netherlands govern- 
ments, agents of the Treasury's 
foreign funds control division 
traced the source of the demands 
to seven persons in Switzerland. 
The names of the seven were 
placed on the Government’s pro- 
claimed list of blocked nationals.

A neutral source in Ankara ex- 
pressed belief tle Italians were de- 
laying their capitulation out of 
fear of a German threat to take 
revenge upon them if they acted 
hastily and independently, thereby 
endangering the Germans. 

Decrees intended to maintain 
public order in Italy have in- 
creased in severity in the last 24 
hours, and this was interpreted as 
a certain sign that the people are 
clamoring to get out of the war. 
Rome apparently is_ relatively 
quiet, but in the industrial north 
strikes and demonstrations con- 
tinue. 

It seemed obvious Badoglio was 
trying desperately to hold public 
opinion in check and delay a peace 
settlement to prevent Italy from 
becoming a battlefield while re- 
trieving some 30 Italian divisions 
from the Balkans and about 270,000 
Italian workers from Germany. 

The increasing floodtide of long 
pent up patriot revolt in the Bal- 
kans put Nazi garrison forces 
there in new hazard and stirred 
further discord for uneasy satellite 
powers, 

The Yugoslav Government-in-Ex- 
ile announced that the Fifth and 
Sixth Brigades of Slovene parti- 
sans, living inside Italy’s border, 
had broken through Italian ranks 
in the Udine region. The guerril- 
las were mobilizing more volun- 
teers to swell their ranks.

Thursday they probably sank an- 
other armed lighter off Cape Or- 
lando, on Sicily’s north coast, in 
an engagement with several of 
these _vessels. That night they 
swept the Gulf of Eufemia on the 
West Italian coast, 50 miles north 
of Sicily, engaged a superior force 
of two armed lighters and four 
enemy motor torpedo boats and 
probably sent one of the latter to 
the bottom. 

British cruisers and destroyers 
shelled railway bridges near Locri 
on the under side of the Italian toe. 

Light British sea forces blasted 
the railway station, trains and 
storehouses at Giardini, north of 
Catania, on the Sicilian coast 
Tuesday night.

GLASS FOR MEN 
PAST 3018 URGED 


Taft ,Believes Congress 
Will Consider Question 


Soon After Reconven- 
ing This Fall. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Predicting early action by Con- 
gress to overhaul the selective 
service system, Senator Taft 


(Rep.), Ohio, wrote Draft Director 
Lewis B. Hershey today, urging 
the senaration of men past 30 
years of age and those younger 
into different draft classifications. 

Taft told an interviever he felt 
confident that demands for a halt 
in the drafting of fathers, linked 
with indications of an easing off 
in selective service quotas, would 
bring the whole question of a re- 
assessment of the present induc- 
tion system before Congress short- 
ly after it reconvenes in Septem- 
ber from a summer recess. 

In his letter to Hershey, Taft 
said he believed that if a» division 
were made at the 30-year age 
level, it probably would not be 
necessary to draft those past 30 
in the future, 

“I feel very strongly,” he wrote, 
“that men of 30 and younger 
should be drafted before the older 
men.” : 

Taft listed six redsons for the 
proposed change in the present 
system, under which draft calls go 
out to men up fo 38, with mar. 
ried men being taken after the 
quotas of single men are - ex- 
hausted. These were: 

“1, Men under 30 make better 
soldiers and are more likely to 
stand the physical strain. 

“2. Men under 30 are not going 
to be comfortable staying at home 
even if they are married. In fact, 
many have already volunteered. 

“3. Men under 30 haven't reached 
responsible positions in the vari- 
ous civilian activities in which 
they are engaged and can much 
more easily and with less sacrifice 
give up these activities, This is 
particularly true of young profes- 
sional men, 

“4, Men under 30 are of less 
value to their employers because 
they have not reached the key po- 
sitions where experience counts. 

“5. Men under 30 have not built 
up the standard of expense which 
older men have assumed, This 
means that their families will not 
have to make the severe readjust- 
ments which have to be made by 
many men over 30. 

“6. In the case of men under 
80, it is much more likel:: that 
their wives will have families stil] 
fully able to support them, to 
which they may return tempo- 
rarily while their husbands are in 
the service.” 

Taft expressed the opinion that 
the arguments he had advanced 
applied equally as well to married 
men past 30 without children as 
to those with children. 

In this respect his proposal runs 
counter to that embodied in a 
resolution by Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montant, approved by the 
Seuate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, which would postpone the in- 
duction into the armed forces of 
any pre-Pearl Harbor fathers un- 
til after Jan. 1,

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KUIBYSHEV DIPLOMATIC CORPS

American Diplomats Notify Governments of 
Roosevelt’s Request Not to Shelter 
Fleeing Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 AP) — 
United States diplomats in the 
neutra] countries are conveying to 
these governments President 
Roosevelt’s request that they re- 


fuse asylum to Mussolini, Hitler, 
Tojo or any of their “gangs”’ 
wanted as war criminals, oe 
announcement tonight: 

“The diplomatic representatives 
of the United States in Stockholm, 
Ankara, Madrid, Lisbon, Bern, 
Vatican City and Buenos Aires 
have been instructed by the De- 
partment of State to. bring the 
| President's statement (at his press 
conference Friday) to the atten- 
tion of the governments to which 
they are accredited. , 

‘“‘The British representatives at 
the above places and the repre- 
sentatives of the U. 8. 8. R. in 
Stockholm and Ankara are making 
similar representations.” ‘ 
(Dublin was not among the list 
of neutral capitals and it was safd 
at the State Department that Eire 
apparently was considered vir- 
tually inaccessible because of the 
British blockade.) 

In his statement, President 
Roosevelt expressed the hope that 
no neutral government would per- 
mit its territory to be used as a 
place of refuge, since the afford- 
ing of asylum “to Axis leaders 
or their tools” would be considered 
“inconsistent with the principles 
for which the United Nations are 
fighting.” 


Swiss Policy Previously Opposed 
Accepting Political Refugees. 

BERN, July 31 (AP).-—Officially 
Switzerland maintained silence to- 
night on President Roosevelt's 
statement against giving asylum to 
Axis political leaders, but the 
Government even before the war 
opposed in principle the accepting 
of political refugees, 

Only those with properly vali- 
dated visas are admitted. Should 
Axis refugees apply for such visas, 
it is probable that Switzerland's 
neutrality and safety will be con- 
sidered foremost before action is 
taken, 

The Swiss privately express 
regret that their country was 
included with those to whom for- 
eign advice was extended, although

Refuge for Persecuted a “Primitive 
Right,” Says Berlin, 

NEW YORK, July 31 (AP).—

a “gross violation” of international 
law, 

The , joint: announcement by 
Britain, the United States and 
Russia was called “characteristic 
of the height of arrogance, impu- 
dence and contempt of the law that 
the Allied governments have 
reached,” said one broadcast 
corded by the United States 
Foreign Broadcast Intelligence 
Service. The broadcast said that

CHINA GUTS TIES 


WITH VICHY OVER 
UNFRIENDLY ACTS 


French Concessions to Ja- 
pan Cited—Section of 
Indo-China Railway Is 
Taken Over. 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 1 (Sunday) 
(AP). — China severed relations 
with the Vichy Government of 
France today and took over the 
administration of that section of 
the Yunnan-French Indo-China 
railway which lies in Chinese ter- 
ritory. 

The action was announced in «a 
special declaration by the Chinese 
Government which accused Vichy 
of committing a “series of acts un- 
friendly to China.” 

It said, however, that the Chi- 
nese Government would “continue 
to afford due protection to French 
nationals resident in China in ac- 
cordance ta the general principles 
of international law.” 

The declaration cited among the 
“more serious” of Vichy’s unfriend- 
ly acts to China an agreement en- 
abling Japan to use Indo-China as 
a base of military operations 
against China; acquiescence in 
Japanese occupation of French- 
leased territory in Kwangchowan 
in February, and agreement with 
the Nanking puppets for relin- 
quishment of French extra-terri- 
torial rights and rendition of 
French concessions in China. 

A foreign office representative 
explained that China had taken 
over administration of the Chinese 
stretch of the Yunnan-Indo-China 
railway under regulations provid- 
ing that “if China is at war w'th 
a foreign country this railway may 
not observe rules of neutrality; it 
will be at the entire disposal of 
China.”

irst Balloting Arises 
From UMW Protest 
Against CIO Pact af 
Allis-Chalmers. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 ‘AP).— 
The nation’s first strike ballot un- 
@er, the Smith-Connally Act was 
@rdered today under a Justice De- 
partment opinion opening the way 
for such votes on the motion of 
a minority union as well as one 
already certified as representing 
the majority of a plant’s workers. 


The act provides that the strike 

es may take place after 30 
days’ notice. The first ballot will 
take place next Wednesday at the 
Springfield (11l.) plant of the Allis- 

halmers Manufacturing Co. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board released an opinion by 
Attorney General Biddle holding 
that under the act, “the repre- 
sentative of any group of employes 
may file a notice of a labor dis- 
pute.” 

Biddle said there was nothing in 
the War Labor Disputes Act to 
support the view that a notice 
required by Section 8 of the act 
(providing for strike ballots in 
private plants) was to be filed only 
by the representative of a ma- 
jority of the employes in a bar- 
gaining unit. 

Biddle’s Opinion. 

Labor disputes “threatening se- 
riously to interrupt war produc- 
tion might arise with groups of 
employes other than those com- 
prising an appropriate bargaining 
unit,” Biddle said. “Therefore, the 
purpose of Section 8 might be de-’ 
feated if no representative other 
than a representative of a ma- 
jority of employes in an appro- 
priate bargaining unit could give 
the notice provided for in Sec- 
tion 8.” 7 

John lL. Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers, District 50, is challeng- 
ing the right of a CIO union, al- 
ready certified by the NLRB as 
representative of the Springfield 
plant’s workers, to continue in 
that representation, 

The NL said that, in June, 
1942, the CIO United Farm Equip- 
ment & Metal Workers of Ameri- 
ca won a board-conducted election 

nd was certified as the bargain- 
ing representative for approxi- 
mately 2000 maintenance and pro- 
duction workers. The present dis- 
pute arose when District 50’s pe- 
tition for an investigation and 
certification of representatives 
was dismissed by the board June 
2. 1943, on the ground that the 
contractual relationship between 
the company and the CIO union 
barred an election. 

President's Veto Reason Cited. 


Biddle’s opinion resulted from a 
request by the NLRB on whether 
the new law requires the board to 
act only on strike notices filed by 
representatives of a majority of 
the employes or also in instances 
where a minority group files a 
notice of a dispute. 

The ‘Attorney General asserted 
‘the legislative history of the act 
showed that the Secretary of Labor 
and other officials “pointed out 
the possible disturbing effects of 
taking strike ballots in plants 
where labor relations had been 
stabilized by collective bargaining 
agreements and by the ‘no strike’ 
pledge. The President in his veto 
message on the bill gave a simi- 
Jar warning.” : 

“Notwithstanding these warn- 
ings,” continued the Attorney Gen- 
eral, “the Congress enacted the 
legislation and in so doing ex- 
pressed the congressional policy 
that the taking of secret ballots 
would tend to retard strikes and 
to prevent serious interruptions of 
war production.” 

The board said the ballot to be 
submitted to the workers Wednes- 
day contained the following state- 
ment of the major issue: 

“The objection of the Allis-Chal- 
mers workers, District 50, United 
Mine Workers of America, to com- 
pliance on the part of this war 
contractor with an order of the 
Wational War Labor Board, the 
effect of which required the com- 
pany to execute and maintain in 
effect until April 15, 1944, a’ col- 
lective bargaining agreement 
signed with Local 120, United Farm 
Equipment & Metal Workers of 
America, CIO, pursuant to a Na-

OF FRESH FRUIT, VEGETABLES 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
The armed forces were said by the 
War Food Administration today to 
be reducing their current purchases 
of fresh fruits and vegetables to 
permit a larger portion of this 
year’s reduced production to be 
diverted into processing plants for 
canning and drying, 

The adjustment of military 
purchases to the supply situation 
is being made, it was said, as a 
result of joint discussions of the 
food situation. Officials said, how- 
ever, that the WFA has made no 
formal request for any specific re- 
ductions in military buying. 

Prompting this action are offi- 
cial reports that commercial pro- 
‘duction of vegetables during the 
1943 season for shipment into fresh 
markets to supply military forces 
and civilians will be about 11 per 
cent below last year. Likewise, 
smaller acreages have been planted 
to vegetable crops for canning and 


drying.

Food Price Roll- 
Put Out by United Labor Group 


Back Petitions 


They Ask Congress to 


Sept. 15, 1942—-About 2000 
Signatures So Far. 


Cut Costs to Level of 


A campaign to obtain signatures 
to a petition calling for a roll- 
back of food prices to the level 
of Sept. 15, 1942, was begun yes- 
terday by representatives of the 
United Labor Committee, which is 
made up of CIO, AFL and inde- 
pendent union delegates, 

More than 800 signatures were 
obtained in some four hours by 
workers at a booth at Eighth and 
Olive streets and about 1200 per- 
sons signed petitions at another 
booth at 6124 Easton avenue, 
Wellston, which remained open 
through the early evening. 

The petitions, addressed to Con- 
gress, seek subsidies “on a differ- 
ential basis to cover the special 
burdens of small business and 
high-cost producers”; grade-label- 
ing; dollars-and-cents ceilings on 
all cost-of-living items at their 
Sept. 15, 1942, levels; continued 
rent control and a strong Office of 
Price Administration. 

The downtown headquarters was 
staffed by Miss Rose Clinton, field 
organizer for the CIO United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Wows 
ers of America, and by Miss : 
rinne Roberts of the union’s Local 


Miss Roberts and Miss Clinton 
asked passersby: “Do you want to 
reduce the cost of living? Don't 
you think food prices are too 
high? ‘Would you like to bring 
prices down?” 

If the answer was “yes,” peti- 
tions and pencils were offered. If 
the prospect seemed to waver Miss 
Roberts said: “Peaches are 10 
cents each, okra is 40 cents a 
pound.” 

That frequently seemed to settle 
matters for housewives, and they 
signed without further delay. 

About one person tn eight signed 
the petition. Those who refused, 
if they gave any excuse, said they 
hadn’t time to stop, that they 
knew nothing about it, or that 
they ate in restaurants. A few 
just said “no” and shook their 
heads, apparently under the .im- 
pression the two women had some- 
thing for sale. 


A soldier from Scott Field, ap- 
proached by Miss Roberts, said 
laughingly “he hadn't heard a 
thing” about high food costs. 

The campaign will be continued 
through August at various loca- 
tions. No goal has been set.

$5,228,000,000 RETAIL SALES 
IN JUNE, HIGHEST MONTH IN *43 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Retail sales in June aggregated 
$5,228,000,000, highest dollar vol- 
ume for any month this year and 
16° per cent above sales in June, 
1942, the Department of Com- 
merce reported tonight. 

“The brisk sales in June climaxed 
a half year of consumer buying 
unprecedented for the first six 
months of the year,” the depart- 
ment commented. Total sales for 
the first half of 1943 were $29,- 
520,000,000, 12 per cent above the 
same period last year. All major 
groups of retailers showed season- 
ally adjusted sales gains during 
June except filling stations and 
household furnishings. The de- 
partment’s adjusted index of all 
retail sales increased 3 per cent to 
163 per cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age. Nondurable goods sales were 
up 4 per cent and durable goods 
sales 2 per cent. Apparel stores 
sales, up 17 per cent over May, 
showed the greatest increase. For 


the six-month period sales of eat- 
ing and drinking places gained 35 
per cent over the same period last 
year,

MORE BEEF JOON 
BUT RATION BOOS! 
IS HELD UNLIKELY 


Government Expected to 
Order Any Temporary 
Surplus Stored for Fu- 
ture Use. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Meat counters throughout the na- 
tion soon should be exhibiting 
quantities of steaks, beef roasts, 
hamburger and other beef cuts to 


give the housewife a wider choice 
in spending her meat ration cou- 
pons. : 

But this increase in beef may be 
offset to some extent by a smaller 
supply of pork during the next few 
weeks, 

All in all, the meat supply situ- 
ation looks more hopeful for the 
next eight or 10 months, and with 
livestock numbers and production 
at a record level and beginning to 
outrun dwindling feed supplies, ex- 
panded marketings during this 
period appear fairly certain. 

But whether the increased mar- 
keting will be reflected in larger 
civilian rations is a matter that 
has not yet been determined by 
the War Food Administration and 
the Office of Price Administration. 
However, WFA meat experts are 
inclined to doubt it, unless live- 
stock marketings should, for a 
brief period, overcrowd facilities 
for storing any surplus meat over 
present civilian rations and war 
needs. 

Storage of Surplus Likely. 

The WFA is now operating on 
the policy that it is wiser to store 
up any temporary extra production 
for future civilian and military 
use than to allow it to go into con- 
sumption at the time, 

Regardless of whether there is 
any change in ration allowances 
increased marketing would result 
in at least one favorable change 
in the meat supply situation from 
the consumer standpoint. During 
the last several months, consumers 
were not always able to get meat 
to which they were entitled under 
rationing, or they had a very lim- 
ited choice. Those living long dis- 
tances from meat producing and 
processing centers often had to go 
without while those nearer could 
get all to which they were en- 
titled. 

Larger supplies of beef can be 
expected because this is the sea- 
son of the year when grass-fed cat- 
tle from the southwestern and 
western ranges start moving to 
market in big volume. That mpve- 
ment generally reaches a peak in 
the late fall and then starts taper- 
ing off again in November. 

Hog Marketings Off. 

Hog marketings, on the other 
hand, drop off at this time of the 
year inasmuch as this is the tag 
end of the fattening season for 
the pig crop farrowed last fall, 
This year’s spring pig crop will 
start moving to slaughter houses 
in volume about the time the grass- 
fed cattle movement begins to 
slow down, and will reach a peak 
during the winter months. 


BOY, 4, IS KILLED BY AUTO 


MELENDE: GASE 
REPORT MAY BE 
MADE TOMORROW 


Sixth Grand Jury Expect- 
ed to Answer Questions 
Concerning His Death 
a Year Ago.

The questions of whether Ed- 
ward Melendes’ death in a police 
cell a year ago was caused by the 
savage beating he received, and, 
if so, who beat him, are expected 
to be answered by the grand jury 
after it reconvenes tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, 


Return of a no-true bill, that is, 
a report to the Court that no in- 
dictment had been voted, probably 
would end .official inquiry into 
one of the most puzzling and, at 
least in its early stages, most 
mishandled criminal investigations 
in recent St. Louis history. 

‘In -instructions from Circuit 
Judge Edward M, Ruddy at the 
start of the current inquiry June 
29, the jury, sixth to deal with 
the confused Melendes case, was 
told to leave no stone unturned to 
answer those questions “once and 
for all.” 

Return of an indictment charg- 
ing some person or persons with 
a criminal act in Melendes’ death, 
would mean that the jury, which 
has heard 87 witnesses, had con- 
cluded from the evidence, first, 
that the death was caused by the 
beating and, second, that the de- 
fendant or defendants had ad- 
ministered the beating. 

Still another possibility is an 
indictment charging common as- 
sault. That would mean that the 
jury had. been convinced by the 
evidence that the defendant or 
defendants had beaten the Mexi- 
can but not necessarily that the 
beating caused his death, 


Put Up to Police. 


Explanation of the death was put 
squarely up to the Police Depart- 
ment in Judge Ruddy’s instruction 
to the jury to call upon policemen 
for an account of their conduct in 
handling the prisoner, Melendes. 

Last autumn a grand jury in- 
dicted three city detectives—Walter 
C. Bauer, Rino Mittino and Ed- 
ward Rung~<for manslaughter in 
the Melendes case, but that indict- 
ment was quashed on the ground 
of prejudicial activity on the part 
of Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell 
before the jury. 

Subsequently Andrew Brinkley, 
Melendes’ ‘cellmate and one of the 
original accusers of police, was in- 
dicted for second-degree murder in 
Melendes’ death, but that charge 
was dropped by the State on the 
ground there was no proof that 
police, Brinkley or anyone else 
killed the Mexican. 

Indication that the present grand 
jury had completed its inquiry and 
voted on the question of an indict- 
ment was given Friday, before ad- 
journment until tomorrow, when 
the foreman was seen to tear up 
slips of paper, which appeared to 
be ballots, and drop the bits into 
a wastebasket just outside the 
grand jury room. 

It is possible, too, that the grand

EXPERT TELLS HOW 
LESS WORKS BETTER 


BLANTON REFUSES 
10 AGT ON AUTO 
STAMP VIOLATIONS 


Says Agents Discrimi- 
nated Against 100 by 


Not Offering to Sell 
Them Permits. 


Army and Navy Requirements 
Leave Civilians Not Enough 
to Go Around. 


Now that the amount of shoe 
polish ‘available to American 
civilians has been drastically re- 
duced by Army and Navy require- 
ments, it is high time people 
learned how to use shoe polish 
properly. : 

Very few know how, R. K. Bar- 
ton, president of the polish-making 
company that bears his name, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day. Most persons use two or 
three times too much polish, he 
said. And, he added, he was 
lumping professionals along with 
butter-fingered amateurs in: his 
criticism. 

“It isn’t the quantity of polish 
you use that makes a good shine,” 
he explained, “It’s the method of 
application that counts. The way 
to get a good shine is to use a 
small amount of polish, just 
enough to cover the shoe with a 
thin layer. Then you use the 
brush and the arm. Sho polish is 
a lot like paint. The thicker the 
layery the faster it flakes off.” 

However, Barton added, the 
estimated 10 per cent of the total 
shoe polish production that is 
allotted to civilians isn’t enough to 
go around, no matter how sparing- 
ly it is applied. There are no good 
substitutes for shoe polish, either. 


Hurt in Street Car-Auto Crash. 

Alexander Gabriel, 61 years old, 
a chef, 4515 St. Ferdinand avenue, 
suffered compound fractures of the 
nose and right arm yesterday when 
his automobile collided with a 
street car at Leffingwell and Lucas 
avenues. Two street car passengers 
complained of slight injuries, but 
declined medica] attention. 


Prosecution of about 100 per 
sons for operating motor vehicles 
without valid Federal use tax 
stamps has been refused by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton, who said yesterday he 
thought the persons concerned 
had been discriminated against 
by deputy internal revenue col- 
lectors, 

“I will not make fish of some 
and fowl of others,” Blanton said. 

When a representative of Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector Robert E. 
Hannegan filed complaints Friday, 
asking that criminal informations 
be issued for violation of the law 
requiring that the current $5 use 
tax stamp be displayed on all mo- 
tor vehicles operated on or after 
July 1, Blanton inquired about 
how deputy collectors had treated 
operators of stampless vehicles * 
found on parking lots. 

Blanton was informed that in 
the check of parking lots, viola- 
tors were permitted to purchase 
stamps on the spot from deputies 
and thereby avoid being cited for 
prosecution. 

The persons Blanton was asked 
to prosecute had been stopped at 
street intrsections by deputy col- 
lectors, It was Blanton’s view that 
if the privilege of belatedly pur- 
chasing stamps to avoid prosecu- 
tion was accorded violators found 
on parking lots, it should have 
been extended in other cases. 

Collector Hannegan, who said he 
would continue to enforce the 
stamp tax law, explained there 
was a technical question as to 
whether carg parked on lots were 
being used, while there was no 
such question as to cars stopped 
on the streets, 

About 200 cars without valid 
stamps were found by the deputy 
collectors who checked parking 
lots a week ago, Earlier, the 
deputies had stopped about 125 
stampless cars at street intersec- 
tions,

DUAL AGREEMENT 
SEEMS ITALY’S AIM 


By THOMAS F. HAWKINS 

BERN, July 31 (AP),—Strong 
indications came from Rome to- 
night that peace was and is the 
real goal of Marshal Pietro Ba- 
doglio, but that presence of Ger- 
man troops fighting on Italian soil 
is the main obstacle, 

A statement from the Govern- 
ment clarifying the issue was ex- 
pected within the next three days, 
possibly within the next 24 hours. 
Axis diplomats had waited for it 
last night,’ 

A Rome dispatch to the Basler 
Nachrichten, passing through offi- 
cia] Italian censorship, said nego- 
ftiations of growing dimensions 
were in progress within Vatican 
walls and within the capital itself. 
They were declared to have in- 
volved Italy and the Allies, and 
Italy and the Germans, 

The initial two requirements of 
the Allies, this dispatch said, were 
the overthrow of Fascism and the 
removal of German troops from 
Italy. 

The first demand has been met 
and “perhaps the second also will 
one day be fulfilled,” it added, But 
many Italians were worried that 
even if the Germans could be pre- 
vailed on to withdraw from south- 
ern and central Italy, the Axis 
war machine would insist on a 
stand behind the Po River. 

The Neue Zurecher Zeitung re- 
ported from Chiasso that German 
reinforcements continued to arrive 
in northern Italy by the Brenner 
Pass. 
Badoglio was represented as di- 
recting his efforts toward reach- 
ing an agreement with the Ger- 
mans, hoping thereby to relax the 
Allied insistence on unconditional] 
surrender. Rome newspapers said 
that if the Germans were gone, the 
cry for peace could be acknowl- 
edged, with Italians counting on 
Allied promises of fair treatment if 
they simply gave up. 
Badoglio was said to have hoped 
that the fall of Fascism would cre- 
ate favorable conditions for peace 
without involving Allied military 
occupation, but that with this hope 
apparently gone, he sought to ob- 
tain both German and Allied agree- 
ment for a,“neutralized Italy” un- 
der a military commission accepta- 
ble to both sides, Little chance of 
success was seen for this, 
One general opinion was that 
any peace would be military—made 
between army commanders—with- 
out formal acknowledgment of 
any diplomatic understandings. 
The Italian people remained at 
a high pitch of excitement, but a 
majority appeared accepting press 
counsel that Rome could not be 
unbuilt in a day and that the Gov- 
ernment could not “liquidate the 
war with the same ease as it did 
away with the Fascist party.” 
Disorders Dying. 
Milan and Genoa remained res- 
tive,-but increased police measures 
gradually were bringing better 
control. Rome dispatches to Der 
Bund said demonstrations and 
fighting at these two cities took 
on greater political significance 
because of appearance of Com- 
munist and Socialist aspirants. 
Crowds elsewhere wanted only 
peace, but coupled this with hope 
for a liberal, democratic govern- 
ment, the newspaper said, 
It added that political parties 
were beginning to prepare for such 
a government despite Badoglio—an 
indication that the new govern- 
ment was regarded only as a tran- 
sitory negotiator of peace, , 
At Trieste; which Italy obtained 
after the last war, Croats demon- 
strated for a separate state, fron- 
tier reports said, and the military. 
commander ordered all Croats to 
turn in their guns and ammuni- 
tion within 48 hours. German 
troops also were reported to be 
taking up positions there. Such 
a move would indicate Germany 
was trying to cling to Northern 
Italy as one sector of its rebuilt 
defense lines. 

(Columbia Broadcasting System 
Correspondent Howard K, Smith, 
broadcasting from Switzerland, 
said German antiaircraft crews in 
Milan were reported locked in 
their barracks, guarded by Italian 
soldiers. 

(Smith tonight quoted travelers 
from Italy as saying more than 
half of the Italian fleet had fled 
from Taranto on the heel of the 
Italian boot to Pola on the Istrain 
peninsula at the northern end of 
the Adriatic Sea. He said more 
than 100 units of the fleet were 
reporféd jammed into the well- 
sheltered Pola harbor, and added 
that the German troops which are 
said to have occupied Pola, Trieste 
and Fiume, apparently “have not 
laid hands on the ships” yet.) 

(A German broadcast gaid peas- 
ants in Northern Italy “exploit- 
ing the inner political situation, 
refused to deliver grain and other 
agricultural products.” 

A Chiasso dispatch said the 
Turin war tribunal had sentenced 
47 persons to prison terms of a 
month to two years on charges of 
sedition and violation of the cur- 
few and other laws. 

Severa] military trains of army 
reinforcements were reported to 
have arrived in Milan. The former 
Fascist militia was incorporated 
into the army and ordered to the 
southern front. 

The popular demonstrations 
made it clear that Italy was under- 
going a social revolution toward 
liberty and political expression, 
even though they were checked 
after two days by Badoglio’s emer- 
gency measures, 

A censored dispatch to the 
Tribune de Geneve said the Ba- 


doglio Government had “just 
averted” complete anarchy in 
| Italy.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 31 
(AP).—Gov, Forrest C. Donnell to- 
day refused to accept reimburse- 
ment by the Legislature of $150 he 
spent trying to pass his tax con- 
solidation program. 

He vetoed an appropriation to 
repay him for financing a trip by 
a Kentucky tax expert to appear 
before a Senate committee in be- 
half of the consolidation measures 
—which the committee killed. 

“The reason for the veto... is 
that there was .. . no intention 
on the part of Forrest C, Donnell 
or the State of Missouri that he 
should be reimbursed,” Donnell’s 
veto message said.

The suit asked for an injunction 
to restrain Braudis from further 
alleged overcharges, and a com- 
plete accounting of his firm’s 
books to determine the amount of 
damages ‘due the Government. 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore issued a tempo- 
rary restraining order, and sched- 
uled a hearing on the question of 
a permanent injunction for 
Wednesday. | 

Coal price ceilings went into ef- 
fect May 18, 1942, and the law pro- 
viding damages treble the amount 
of overcharges became effective a 
year ago yesterday. In some price 
violation cases in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri the OPA in the 
past has collected’treble damages 
without going to court, but the 
case against Braudis marked the 
first instance where it resorted to 
court action. 

Urban I. Powell, OPA investiga- 
tor, declared in an affidavit that 
that overcharges attributed to 
Braudis involved a large amount, 
but so many transactions and such 
voluminous records are involved 
that he was unable as yet to name 
a figure.

Hulse Beats Ausesicnin Record 


But Can’t Beat Gunder Haegg 


CLEVELAND, July 31 (AP).—Gunder Haegg outdistanced three 
competitors tonight to win a speedy one-mile run at the Baldwin- 
Wallace College track, »ut his time of four minutes, five and four- 
tenths seconds was a tenth below his United States best of 4:05.3, 


Haegg, whose time was slower 
than marks he and his country- 
man, Arnanderson, established in 
Sweden, took the lead in the sec- 
ond quarter mile and kept it all 
the way to finish from five yards 
ahead of Bill Hulse, speedy New 
York University freshman. Hulse 


made a fast finish to come in a 
yard ahead of Gil Dodds in an 
even four minutes, six seconds, best 
time ever made by an American 
runner. 

Les Eisenhart, former Big Ten 
mile champion from Ohio State 
University, came in a poor fourth. 
Hulse’s time was seven tenths of a 
second faster than Glenn Cunning- 
ham’s old record of 4.06.7, which 
fell to Haegg last week. 

Eisenhart set the pace at the 
;| quarter where he was timed in 59 
and then Haegg, his long hair 
flopping with each stride, went 
ahead to stay. He was timed at 
the half in 2:02 and at the three- 
quarter mark in 3:03, but couldn’t 


quite keep up the pace the fourth 
time around. 

The spectacled Dodds was only 
a yard behind Haegg,at the three- 
quarter mark and a yard ahead of 
Hulse, but faded in the stretch as 
the surprising New Yorker turned 
in a closing burst of speed to fin- 
ish a yard ahead of Dodds, timed 
at 4:06.1, ‘ 

Haege’s best American time, 
4:05.3 was posted last week at 
Cambridge, Mass., after he had 
done 4:04.6 in Sweden. His coun- 
tryman, Arne Andersson, meanwhile 
has done 4:02.6 in the newest at- 
tempts at the elusive four-minute 
mile. Haegg also was clocked for 
1500 meters but his 3:48.7 also was 
behind the 3:47.8 he made at Cam- 
bridge last week.

VIERECK SENTENCED 
T0 ONE TO 5 YEARS 


Alleged Pro-German Propa- 
gandist Accused of Fail- 
ing to List Employers. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).—. 
George Sylvester Viereck, alleged 
pro-German propagandist, was sen- 
teced today to serve one to five 
years for violation of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. His de- 
fense counsel gave notice of appeal 
to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Viereck was convicted July 16 on 
all six counts of an indictment 
charging failure to list all foreign 
principals for whom he worked 
prior to Pearl Harbor. 

The prosecution accused Viereck 
of listing his activities only as cor- 
respondent for a Munich newspa- 
per and other agencies not directly 
connected with the German Gov- 
ernment. Actually, the prosecution 
contended, he was an agent of the 
Nazi Government, furnishing infor- 
mation which could be used to fos- 
ter anti-British and pro-Nazi senti- 
ment in the United States. 

Viereck asserted he was not pro- 
Nazi and argued that he had com- 
plied with the law by registering 
as an agent of private concerns, 

The sentence was imposed by 
Justice Bolitha J. Laws in District 
of Columbia Federal District Court.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
The War Food Administration is- 
sued an order today prohibiting 
the sale, purchase, or processing of 
live or dressed turkeys except to 


the Government until 10 million | 
pounds have been acquired to sup- | 
ply holiday needs of the armed | 


services. 


The order was issued at the re-| 
quest of the War Department, | 
which previously had announced | 
the Government would take steps 
to requisition sufficient turkeys to | 
supply holiday dinners to service 


men overseas. 

The order applies to marketings 
of 1943 crop turkeys and affects 
producers, processors, packers, 
wholesalers, retailers, restaurants, 
hotels, dining car operators, and 
civilian consumers, without regard 
to contracts made previous to the 
effective date of the order, which 
is Aug. 2. It is expected the 10- 
million-pound purchase program 
will be completed by early fall.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
A 48-hour work week for the steel 
industry goes in effect tomorrow 
on at nationwide basis, but com- 
panies seeking exemptions from 
the order need not comply until 
their appeals have been. dis- 
posed of.

Getting the News. 


To satisfy a constant craving for 
news of the war and of home, 
Lieut. Frederick Newmeyer Jr. of 
Pittsburgh, assistant intelligence 
officer in his squadron and a for- 
mer advertising man, began a daily 
newscast of 15 minutes, prepared 


in a highly professional manner. 


Every evening at 6 o’clock men 
from all over the group area walk 
to Newmeyer’s squadron to listen 
over the public address system to 
his news analysis, salted with G. I, 
humor and loaded with straight 
facts from intelligence reports, far 
more complete than the usual 
newscast from a war front. 

For those who want even more, 
there are radios all over the area, 
bringing news from San Francisco, 
Australia and large blobs of it 
from Tokyo, More men listen to 
radio Tokyo for its American mu- 
sic, however, than for its news. 
The propaganda is so obvious that 
even the most naive recognize it. 
But that doesn’t stop them from 
listening to the “Zero Hour,” a 
half-hour of swing music and 
clever reminders of home, and to 
“Madame Tojo,” a Jap gal *who 
speaks like an American but who | 
twists and distorts the news as 
only a “daughter of heaven” can. 

Then, too, there is Guinea Gold, 
a daily paper edited and financed | 
by Australians, which comes up 
from the principal base in New 
Guinea whenever transports can 
get through. The tiny four-page 
paper is crammed with news items 
and much appreciated. News of 
what's really going on at home 
doesn’t arrive until weeks or 
months later when magazines like 
Time and Newsweek and home- 
town papers begin coming through. 
Since fourth-class mail is far down 
on the shipping priority lists, home- 
town papers. usually are four 
months old by the time they ar- 
rive. Packages from home, also 
fourth class, are even slower in 
coming. On the Fourth of July 
several men received Christmas 
presents. 

For news of the Group itself 
and its accomplishments, the men

Put to Work in 


s|All-Out Economic Warfare 
Policy of Government Far 
Different From 1917-1918 
Program Which Was Based 
on Theory of Sacredness of] 


Private Property.

'N the Chicago files of Leo T. Crowley, 
| Alien Property Custodian, is a card bear- 

ing the name of Adolf Hitler and a credit 
entry for $25,000, representing American 
royalties on “Mein Kampf.’’ The Fuehrer 
need not complain that his funds are lying 
idle. They have been used to republish 
a@ monumental classic in the German lan- 
guage, Beilstein’s “Handbook of Organic 
Chemistry.” It consists of 49 volumes weigh- 
ing two pounds each, N 


Humorously enough, the founder of the 
opus, one of the world’s two or three funda- 
mental texts on the subject, was a cele- 
brated Russian chemist, the late Feodorovich 
Konrad Beilstein. : 


Before Pearl Harbor, German owners of 
the copyright offered the work for sale in 
the United States at $2000 a set. The cost 
was beyond the purse of most individuals and 
of many libraries and professional associa- 
tions. Having seized the copyright, Crowley 
was able to slash the price to $400, by utiliz- 
ing the camera facsimile process. At such 
a figure, he calculated, the enterprise would 
break even. He saw no sense in building 
up profits for Hitler, and at the same time 
proposing to hang him after the war. 


To the horror of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian staff, so many orders flooded in that 
the venture showed a substantial profit. The 
obvious remedy was to plow the earnings 
back into the business, They were used to 
bring out a photostatic edition of a volume 
by Herr Doktor Johann Theodor Peters of 
Berlin, which had been urgently required by 
airplane engineers. This is a bit of light 
summer reading called ‘‘Seven-Place Values 
of Trigonometric Functions.” 


No Dividends for Hitler, 
No Goering-Goebbels Assets. 


After the manner described above, Hitler’s 
capital in the United States has been “‘in- 
vested’’ for the benefit of American science 


‘ 


and war manufacture, while precautions 
have been taken to see that no dividends 
accrue, Incidentally, Goering and Goebbels 
are believed to have no assets in this country, 
whether open or disguised. Small amounts 
seem to have been traced to Ribbentrop’s 
ownership. They would no doubt have been 
larger if the Foreign Minister's first cousin, 
Werner von Klemm, had not been convicted 
fast year and sent to prison. The German 
Imperial Staff had set him up in New York 
as an international “fence,” to dispose of 
diamonds looted in Holland and Belgium. 


Hitler’s American bank account is a small 
item beside the seven billion dollars in cash, 
securities, patents, copyrights, plant equip- 
ment and other property of which custodial 
authorities have dispossessed nationals of 
enemy and occupied countries. But its fate 
casts a revealing glimpse into the gulf be- 
tween practices of the first and second world 
wars, and suggests a partial reply to the 
question as to whether the United States, in 
regard to alien assets, will repeat the costly 
blunders of 25 years ago. 

At that time the sacredness of private 
property, as a right in itself, was unques- 
tioned. Government agencies regarded them- 
selves as trustees, bound by capitalist moral- 
ity to keep enemy assets unimpaired and ad- 
minister them efficiently. All-out economic 
warfare was undreamed of. 

Today the idea of trusteeship has been 
flung from the window. The ruling purpose 
is that of setting all hostile resources under 
seizure at full-time work not for the ad- 
vantage of the original owners but for pro- 
motion of the national war effort. In order 
to cancel profits, German patents and copy- 
rights have been issued free of charge to 
American business. Enemy bank accounts 
have been enlisted wholesale for the pur- 
chase of war bonds. 


“The Allies Won the War, 
But I. G. F arben Won the Peace.” 


Whether German, Italian and Japanese 
capital will eventually be restored depends 
on factors which cannot be predicted. If 
the Allies are victorious, it might’ be con- 
fiscated as a measure of indemnity. In 
case of a stalemate, it would probably be 
used in trading for the return of vast quanti- 
ties of American cash, securities and plant 
equipment seized by the Germans in occu- 
pied Europe. Congress might again lapse

when it ordered the restoration of 80 per 
cent of all German property. 

It is possible that terms of the peace set- 
tlement will be generous in respect to 
enemy assets held by the United Nations. 
American individuals who have bought stock 
in subsidiaries of German cartels operating 
in this country may be tempted by lavish 
bids to resell to the original owners. This 
transaction occurred on so large a scale after 
World War I that an attorney of the De- 
partment of Justice recently made this 
caustic pronouncement: ‘“‘The Allies won the 
war, but I. G. Farben won the peace.” _ 


Given to Industry. 


One action of important effect was taken 
by the anti-trust division of the Department 
of Justice, before its investigations were 
halted for the duration by the Army and 
Navy. Under threat of criminal prosecution, 
various American corporations which were 
associates of Gerfnan cartels signed consent 
decrees pledging themselves to breach all 
contracts with their alien partners. In 
addition, such American confpanies were 
forced to release to industry in general their 
backlog of monopolistic .German patents, 
including the formula for synthetic rubber. 
The department plans to resume its anti- 
trust activities the moment peace arrives, 

The United States today Is far better pre- 
pared for economic battle than it was 25 
years ago. Its position as a creditor nation 
and the flight of European capital before 
1939 placed billions of foreign wealth in 
easy reach. The Good Neighbor policy of 
the Roosevelt administration has lately borne 
fruit in Latin American co-operation such as 
could not have been anticipated even a few 
months ago. 

President Wilson was so tardy in setting 
up his Office of the Alien Property Custodian 
that it did not get into operation ‘until after 
the 1918 armistice. There was only a rudi- 
mentary exchange control instead of the pres- 
ent Foreign Funds Control in the Treasury 
Department, which went to war six months 
before Pearl Harbor and unleashed a re- 
doubtable arsenal of weapons against the 
Axis. New also is the Office of+ Economic 
Warfare—formerly the Board of Economic 
Warfare—which provides shock troops and 
commando units in “‘the war behind the war.” 

Above all, the German strategy of eco- 
nomic penetration has been studied closely 
for five years, and should now have few 
secrets for American experts. It was in 1938 
that the anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice launched a major campaign 
against American associates of foreign car- 
tels. The mass of information unearthed 
was supplemented at hearings of the Senate 
Committee on Patents. Valuable contribu- 
tions to the body of knowledge were added 
by the Temporary National Economic Com- 
mittee and the Truman Committee. 


Ruthless Economic

Spearhead agencies, such as OEW, APC 
and FFC, have reared a breed of ruthless, 
adroit and tough-fibered civilian warriors 
who are now veterans of many an encounter 
with the best champions of the Axis.

‘Help Each Other. 


There is no centralized command for the 
10 divisions of the economic warfare army, 
but they are declared to work together 
efficiently enough on an informal basis. 
Communication among the various head- 
quarters is constant, and information gained 
by one is swiftly passed on to the others. 

The pioneer emergency establishment was 
the Treasury's Foreign Funds Control, which 
was set up on April 10, 1940, for the pur- 
pose of making futile any duress exercised by 
Germany upon nationals of subject countries 
who had assets in the United States. Opera- 
tions for 14 months were simply protective. 
Payment orders on bank balances were 
blocked to safeguard the owners from Nazi 
extortion. The agency passed oyer to the 
aggressive on June 14, 1941, when German 
and Nazi assets were frozen. Identical 
measures with regard to Japan followed on 
July 26. 

The next agency to be created was the 
Economic Defense Board, on Jan, 30, 1941. 
Ten days after Pearl Harbor the name was 
changed to the Board of Economic Warfare. 
Up to April 13, 1942, its powers were strictly 
advisory. On that date’ the board was ad- 
vanced to the firing line by an executive 
order conferring broad new powers. In addi- 
rtion to clearing and licensing all private ex- 
ports, it was charged with responsibility for 
the procurement and production of all im- 
ported articles necessary both to the war 
effort and civilian supply, with the excep- 
tion of arms and munitions. In the reorgan- 


the Office of Economic Warfare, 
establishment for the first time acquired in- 
dependence of its banker agency, the Re- 
ccenstruction Finance Corporation. 

Latest in the field was the Office of the 
Alien Property Custodian, which was not 
established until March 11, 1942, three 
months after the United States entered the 
war. It took over large areas previously 
occupied by the Foreign Funds Control, such 
as the administration of American subsid- 
lamties of German dye, drug and chemical 
monopolies. 

In a sense, the life of this agency has been 
continuous since President Wilson instituted 
its first phase, in October, 1917. The organ- 
ization was transferred in May, 1934, to the 
Department of Justice, where it survived in 
a state of suspended animation for nearly 
elght years. On April 21, 1942, its functions 
and files were transferred by executive order 
to the new set-up under Crowley. 


How the Pressure Was 
Applied to German Firms. 


When the Foreign Funds Control under- 
took to freeze German properties in the 
summer of 1941, it found in many cases that 
it was necessary to pierce three layers of 
rigged ownership. Two had been for the 
purpose of cheating German governments, 
and the third for deceiving the United States. 
The first wrapper was designed to evade 
high taxes under the Weimar Republic. The 
second was an answer to foreign exchange 
controls instituted in 1934 by Hjalmar 
Schacht under Nazi direction. The last was 
superimposed after 1936, when it became 
clear to German insiders that another world 
war impended. 

Under the power to freeze, the agency set 
up a licensing system which clamped an 
iron hand on about 3000 businesses. How 
were they identified? Lists were supplied 
by the Department of Justice and other 
establishments. The banks reported some 
that had been missed. Chiefly, the Treas- 
ury relied on its own tax returns. Com- 
panies under license had to submit all letters 
and transactions to a Treasury supervisor 
stationed on the premises. No check was

To Prevent Blighted Districts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE read with interest your recent 

editorials and letters from the people 
on city planning. 

We all recognize that the area around 
the heart of our city is decaying very 
rapidly. The problem then begins with 
the question, “What to do with our 
blighted areas so that the beauty of St. 
Louis will benefit for generations to 
come?” 

To begin with, I am heartily in favor 
of zoning. However, this will not in it- 
self bring youth to aged neighberhoods. 
Some people have stated that 50 years 
is the useful life of a dwelling. 

It is around this assumption that, in 
my opinion, the solution to our problem 
lies. It is true a house will stand for 
many years more than 50. If home- 
owners, investors and speculafors can be 
shown that the returns on their invest- 
ments would be just as great, these 
dwellings could then be razed upon 
reaching this age. (Everyone will agree 
that no matter how often a dwelling of 
this age is remodeled, it still does not 
contain the comfort, beauty and modern 
conveniences of a new home.) 

If a law were passed condemning a 
dwelling when it is 50 years old, forcing 
the occupants to move and placing a 
value of $1250 on a 30-foot lot and build- 
ing, $1500 on a 35-foot lot and building, 
etc., investors and builders could then 
afford to rebuild these sites. At present 
speculators inflate the actual value of 
these properties to such an extent that 
no one could afford to tear them down 
and rebuild, — 

While such a law would at first raze 
entire blocks of buildings, it would 
eventually serve the sole purpose of keep- 
ing a neighborhood in perpetual youth, 
as scattered buildings reaching this age 
would be replaced. 

To prevent as drastic a law as this from 
harming anyone, provisions would have 
to be made so that the law would not 
take effect until eight or 10 years after 
its passage. Thé owners and mortgage 
holders would thus be protected. Re- 
building on individual lots would also 
prevent, or at least discourage, the Gov- 
ernment from erecting its pet multi- 
dwelling atrocities which defeat their 
purpose. 

The advantages of this law, as I see. 
them, are summarized as follows: 

St. Louis would become and stay the 
newest, most modern and beautiful city 
in the country. 

Home-owners and investors would be 
protected from unfair speculators. 

Na depressions would affect values 
and cause losses and put fear in mort- 
gage holders, because the value of the 
property could ™ determined to the 
penny. 

The revenue the city receives from 
taxes on real estate would climb to an 
all-time high and remain there. In fact, 
because of the increase in total property 
values, taxes on rea] property could ac- 
tually be lowered. 

Slums could not exist under this plan. 

While ‘this plan is not a cure-all, I 
believe that it is certainly a step in the 
direction toward which our hopes are 
aimed. C. W. PRALLE.

Asks About Postwar Co-operation. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
E are indebted to you for reprinting 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion John 
M. Clark’s article, 
tion in Ecuador.” It is an illuminating 
blueprint of the planners’ postwar plans. 

In this Ecuadorian instance we have 
not only supplied for one town needed 
medicines and foods but we engage in 
teaching subsistence farming, lending 
farmers money, building sewage and 
water systems, arranging for mosquito 
control and garbage and drainage sys- 
tems, repairing railroads, building high- 
ways, repairing schools and hospitals 
and other public works. 

In addition, we have alluted the Gov- 
ernment of El Oro $25,000 for the recon- 
struction of its own public buildings. 
The last item alone amounted to almost 

.$1 for each of the 40,000 inhabitants of 
El Oro. 

The total cost of the program is not 
stated. As no mention of Ecuador's 
contributions is made, it is fair to as- 
sume that none was made. 

This is described as a pattern for 
our reconstruction job for North Africa, 
Europe and Asia in the postwar world. 

Is there no bottom to the United States 
Treasury’s barrel? Where is the money 
coming from? Twenty per cent tax on 
incomes over $500 annually? Will this be 
enough? Is this what Wallace means by 
“co-operating” with other nations after 
the war? And if I don’t want to go this 
far in co-operation, am I to be called an 
‘solationist and now a Fascist?

WAR ON THE BLACK MARKETS. 


There is nothing unfair or arbitrary about the 
principle of rationing. In a wartime economy, 
shortages develop in certain foodstuffs and other 
essentials as a result of meeting the needs of the 
fighting forces, which obviously must come first. 
To insure that available supplies are distributed 
equitably among civilians, rationing allots his ake 
portionate share to each individual. 

Wartime rationing is a fine manifestation of 
democracy. In normal times, anyone is free to buy 
as much butter or as many pairs of shoes as he 
can pay for. Permitting this economic advantage to 
persist in a time of national emergency would be 
likely to result in hoarding, shortages and price 
rises. Rationing puts every citizen on an equal 
basis with every other, regardless of position or 
financial means. ~ 

This is the theory. How is it working in prac- 
tice? OPA executives say that general observance 
of rationing and price regulations has been good. 
They are disturbed, however, by the aftempts at 
evasion through black markets and improper use 
of coupons. Enforcement is being pushed in an ef- 
fort to stop these practices, but the OPA has only 
2500 paid investigators to cover the whole country. 

Gasoline is one of the tempting fields for evasion 
of rationing regulations. Americans are accustomed 
to jump into their cars and drive to any point 
they choose. The necessity for calculating their 
mileage seems to a minority an unwarranted in- 
fringement on their freedom. For these few, the 
reminder by Mr. Roosevelt in his recent address 
should be sufficient: the fact that every Flying 
Fortress leaving North Africa to bomb Naples re- 
quired for its mission 1110 gallons of gasoline, the 
equivalent of 375 A ration tickets. 

Our armed forces must have tremendous quan- 
tities of motor fuel. Every citizen who abides by. 
the rationing rules helps the planes, tanks, war- 
ships and trucks attain their objectives. Every 
citizen who chisels a few gallons imperils the lives 
of fighting men and delays the day of victory. For 
a good American, is there any real choice? 

Meats and poultry are other favorite fields for 
the black markets. Estimates of how much meat 
they handle runs from 15 per cent of the total con- 
sumed to 50 per cent in certain sections. Customers 
of these underground vendors are reducing the 
amount of an essential food available for our serv- 
ice men and our allies. By paying prices above 
ceiling levels, they are contributing to inflation. 
They are also running the risk of illness and dis- 
ease, since these bootleg meat products are not of- 
ficially inspected,- and often are prepared in un- 
speakably filthy surroundings. 

The idea of some black-market operators and 
customers that it is “smart” to evade the regula- 
tions is in some degree a carry-over from the pro- 
hibition era, when bootlegging of liquor was wide- 
spread and often tolerated. The two laws cannot 
be compared, however. Prohibition was an experi- 
ment based on a conception of morality. Rationing 
is a necessity of wartime. If it fails, our armed 
forces pay the price, our war effort suffers, infla- 
tion is brought nearer. 

The OPA has found that when a Federal Judge 
imposes jail terms on black-market operators, there 
is an immediate reduction in the practice over the 
whole area. Fines alone are insufficient. Injunctions, 
suspension orders and triple damage suits, the 
other preventive measures available, are also much 
less effective than imprisonment. 

The responsibility in the last analysis checks up 
to the citizen. If he will view rationing as a mat- 
ter of individual honor, of democratic fair play, of 
loyalty to his country and its fighting forces, he 
will realize how contemptible it is to pay a premium 
price in order to buy a ham or a tankful of gasoline 
without ration coupons. 

Black-market operators are war profiteers, who 
put their own pocketbooks ahead of the public wel- 
fare. No decent. citizen can deal with these vul- 
tures without lowering himself to their greedy level. 
Observance of rationing regulations is* an active 
means of supporting the war effort. 
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DISORDERS IN A BLACKOUT. 

The East St. Louisangs who smashed plate-glass 
windows at two shops and damaged an electric sign 
during Friday night's test blackout should realize 
that such outbreaks hinder the work of getting* on 
with the war. All who resort to violence are the 
enemy within, whether they know it or not. 

Test blackouts can be made an opportunity and 

a cloak for vicious persons to pay off grudges or 
otherwise give expression to bad citizenship as they 
would not dare to do in the light. Well-intentioned 
citizens should be alive to the fact, and not allow 
themselves to be duped by crowd spirit. 
‘The local authorities ought to look into every 
case of disorder during blackouts, and to bring the 
utmost diligence to bear toward identifying the of- 
fenders and punishing them. 
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“WORK OR FIGHT” IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

Acting under “emergency powers” granted by the 
Legislature, Gov. J. M. Broughton of North Carolina 
has moved to enforce a “work or fight” law. 

All men between the ages of 18 and 55 who are 
not working at least 35 hours a week in some “gain- 
ful” occupation are to be given 24 hours in which to 
accept a job. If any man does not accept the employ- 
ment, he is to be prosecuted under vagrancy laws. 

This is strong medicine for a state to administer 
at a time when the Federal Government has not yet 
seen fit to introduce a labor draft. There can be 
little question that, in time of war, the Federal 
Government has a right to conscript men to build 
planes as well as to fly them. However, there 
is a difference between forcing a man to work for 
a private employer against his will and calling him 
into national service. Possible abuses are obvious. 

Here is something so at variance with our ordi- 
nary conceptions of American freedom of choice 
that it ought to be considered only in a national 
emergency. Then, it ought to be invoked, not by 
the states, but by the national Government alone. 
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THE FRENCH BAN AN AUTHOR. 

Free peoples generally have been keeping an 
admirable balance in their attitude toward works 
of art produced in nations or by individuals who 
are our enemies. So it is rather distressing to ob- 
serve that the French Committee of National Libera- 
tion, at Algiers, has barred the works of the French 
playwright Sacha Guitry on the grounds that he 
is a collaborationist with Germany. 

That is the sort of witch-hunting that went on 
in the United States during the First World War. 
The spectacle we made of ourselves. was, in retro- 
spect, so unsatisfactory that there has been little 
temptation to repeat it. When the suppression of

came the fixed .policy of the totalitarians of Ger- 
many and Italy, nothing remained undone to make 
it completely unattractive. 

The French committee would do well to leave op- 
pression of enemy art out of its program. 
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REACTION IN CONGRESS. 

The current issue of the New Republic contains 
a supplement which does a handy and useful thing. 
It prints the voting record of all members of Gon- 
gress—96 Senators and 435 Representatives—on 
some 20 leading roll calls of the current session. 
Every member is marked (+) if he voted for the 
administration on the issue and (—) if he voted 
against the administration. If he failed to vote and 
was not paired, he draws a blank. The 20 out- 
standing issues include such tests as the Smith- 
Connally anti-strike bill, continuance of FSA, price- 
rollback subsidy, reciprocal trade agreements ex- 
tension, HOLC liquidation, anti-poll-tax resolution 
and dismissal of Lovett, Watson and Dodd. 


The reader does not need to agree with the New. 


Republic’s interpretation in each instance (we, for 
example, could not see the Hobbs antiracketeering 
bill as a serious threat to labor’s rights) in order 
to find the supplement’s material compactly in- 
formative. Thus, a quick inventory of Senate vot- 
ing would seem to show that the Senators from 
New York (Wagner and Mead), Utah (Thomas and 
Murdock) and Washington (Bone and Waligren) 
were about the stanchest in administration support 
by states. It also emphasizes the importance of the 
last congressional election, since such new Repub- 
lican Senators as Hawkes (N. J.), Wherry (Neb.), 
Moore (Ok.), Ferguson (Mich.) and Buck (Del.) 
have almost unbroken rows of minus signs. ~— 
Missouri's Clark is recorded as, voting on every 
roll call, against the administration two-thirds of 
the time. Senator Truman’s pro-administration rec- 
ord is marked by absences,. occasioned no doubt by 
his work as chairman of the most important spe- 
cial committee in Congress. One may wonder, how- 
ever, why Majority Leader Barkley (Ky.) should 
be unrecorded on nearly half the issues or why 
Brooks (Ill.) should miss a third of the important 
rolis when his colleague Lucas missed only two. 
The record of Missouri's House delegation is a 
pretty sorry thing. Not that the new members 
were not on the job. On the contrary, they were 
in their seats one roll call after another—voting 
generally on the side of reaction. Are their con- 
stituents making the most of the recess to pass 
judgment on this performance? If not, the trend 
will undoubtedly develop when Congress returns, 
The present opportunity should not be passed by. 
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WHY NOT PRISON SENTENCES? 

The United States Government has filed a civil 
suit against the Bohn Aluminum & Brass Corpora- 
tion at Detroit based on the charge that the com- 
pany made and delivered “defective and unsatis- 
factory parts” for airplane motors, The suit, which 
further charges the company with “false, fictitious 
and fraudulent claims,” seeks $2000 damages from 
the company and each of 14 officers and workmen 
for each faulty part. 

Whether the company is guilty is something which 
will need to be determined in court. As to that, we 
have no opinion now. But we think, and think 
strongly, that the penalty sought is wholly inade- 
quate to the charge. It is not enough to pay a fine 
for having put defective parts into motors which 
our Air Corps men must try to fly in battle. Prison 
is none too good for company officers and work- 
men who would knowingly participate in such a 
cold-blooded, greedy business. 

If the Federal Government cannot bring criminal 
charges when it finds evidence of deliberate sabo- 
tage on war-industry contracts, let it go to Congress 
and get authority. If Congress hesitates, the Ameri- 
can people will let their views be known. |

NOW A NEW ELK HILLS DEAL. 

The Navy’s first contract with the Standard Oil 
Co. of California for use of the Elk Hills oil reserve 
was canceled when its one-sided provisions came to 
light. Now, it is disclosed by Representative Peter- 
son of Florida, a new contract is being negotiated. 

The public will hope that the Navy has learned a 
lesson from the storm of protest that arose over the 
illegal and harmful terms of the first contract, and 
will insist that the new agreement protect the 
Government’s rights in this great petroleum peserve. 
However, there would be much more assurance that 
a sound contract would result if the Navy had waited 
for an investigatfon of the previous agreement before 
it went ahead with a new one. A public hearing, 
such as was widely demanded before Congress ad- 
journed, would have been enlightening not only to 
the public, but also to the Navy, which seemingly 
lacked sound legal and business advice before the 
papers were signed. ‘ 

Even though the Navy is acting with what seems 
undue haste. in arranging a new contract, the public 
can draw some assurance from the fact that the 
members of Congress and Washington officials who 
exposed the original deal are still on the job, and 
carefully watching the present negotiations. 
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THE RIGHT KIND OF PROPAGANDA. 

It.is good news that captured Italian soldiers, who 
are ready to take an oath that they will not fight 
our troops again, are being freed and permitted to 
return to their Sicilian villages to work in the fields. 
The prisoners are said to have begged to be permit- 
ted to return to work, explaining to their captors 
that they had fought only because they had been 
compelled to do so at the point of a gun by their 
Fascist and Nazi masters. 

This action by our high command shows a wel- 
come and refreshing sense of realism. It is entirely 
in our interest that Sicily should be made self- 
supporting as soon as possible. What is true of 
Sicily will be even more true of Italy as a whole 
when the time comes to occupy the mainland. 

The best way of solving the problem of feeding 
the scores of thousands of Italian prisoners already 
in our camps is to make them producers instead of 
merely consumers of food. What if a few of them do 
break their parole? The number is likely to be en- 
tirely disproportionate to those who are genuinely 
thankful to be out of the war. 

The best way to prove the truth of our propa- 
ganda that we come as liberators is to show that 
we can afford to take some risk of having our trust 
abused by a few still militant Italians. The likeli- 
hood is that by so doing we will greatly improve 
our chances of being welcomed as friends and deliv- 
ers wherever we g0, not only in Italy but perhaps 
in Germany, too. The best propaganda is the kind 
that is made up of more than words, 
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“THAT’S FOR THE OTHER GUY, NOT FOR ME.”

If in a war you have to bomb the railroads 
that carry enemy troops, if you have to 
shell a port in order to reduce it and if 
as a result churches are destroyed, a Cath- 
olic will not say that if the church is a 
basement church in a modern suburb it’s 
all right, it does not matter, but that if it 
is a cathedral church it is sacrilege. He 
will not say that a church in England does 
not matter—or a church in Cologne or a 
church in Naples or a church in Poland or 
an Orthodox church in Russia—but that a 
church in Rome does matter. He can make 
no distinction. 


A Matter of Informed Faith. 


To precisely the extent his faith is strong 
and informed, he will make no distinction 
between the bombing of Rome and that 
of the most miserable Calabrian village, 
that of the industrial city in the Ruhr, that 
of the English town.

A home 
burns down with the marriage certificate, 
the letters, the family portraits, the aba- 
lone shells brought back from the trip to 
San Francisco, and the family stands there 
looking at the ruins. It would be like that. 
It would be as/if it were hard to think 
of starting all peer. It would be as if too 
much had been lost. 


If Rome were in ruins once more, it 
would be as if the earth were denuded; 
it would be as if all the earth were like a 
lonely hill in Palestine. For a Catholic, 
nothing would be lost except those things 
which can be lost, those things which in 
time are always lost, nothing would be lost 
except all the pitiful human signs they had 
raised in one city in the honor of God, 
except all the tender and human memories 
which were left in one city by the martyrs, 
except all which had come to make that 
one city a place to which Catholics could 
travel to from all over the werld and feel 
at home. 

Catholics therefore can stand the bomb- 
ing of the marshaling yards in Rome. In 
the measure that they have the faith of 
Peter, they can stand the threat to Peter’s 
tomb. In the measure that they cannot es- 
cape being. concerned with history, they 
share the world’s anxiety and sadness at 
seeing the peril threatening the city which 
links our world to the past. 


Civilization can afford to throw away 
just so much and no more. Of this anxiety, 
the announcements of the bombing of Rome 
had little, most regrettably, to say.

After a comparatively brief at- 
tempt at playing the role of preda- 
tory lion, the war-weary Italian 
people would like to revert to the 
more agreeable role of neutral 
lamb. . They want to get out of the 
war immediately, and the new set- 
up seems quite surprised that 
neither Italys ally nor its foes are 
immediately disposed to stop fight- 
ing on Italian soil and permit Italy 
to revert to the status prevailing 
before Italy attacked France in 
June, 1940. 


Germans Recall 1915. 


The German Army and the Ger- 
man people, on the other hand, 
fear that their worst . apprehen- 
sions regarding the loyalty and ca- 
pacity of Italy as an ally soon may 
be confirmed.

The Knifer Is Knifed. 


Remembering those and other 
Nazi words, Mussolini sought as 
recently as July 20, to induce Hit- 
ler to send sufficient German mil- 
itary strength to Italy to assure 
effective resistance to American- 
British attack and hold together 
his disintegrating Fascist dicta- 
torship. 

Things were going too badly in 
Russia, however, for Hitler to 
spare more than a fraction of the 
air and land strength required to 
defend Italy against. external ene- 
mies and internal desire to get 
out of the war. When the King 
and his chief lieutenant, Marshal 
Badoglio, perceived the inability 
of Mussolini to offer continued 
effective resistance, either Ger- 
man or Italian, they joined with 
Fascist turncoats such as Grandi 
and Mussolini's own son-in-law, 
Ciano, in knifing the adventurer 
who had cheerfully knifed so many 
comrades, causes and nations in 
the last 20 years. 

It was a deliverance which came 
21 years too late for the good of 
Italy and of mankind. Much of 
the evil that Mussolini did to in- 
dividuals in the form of murder, 
torture, imprisonment and degre- 
dation never can be undone.

Germany, meantime, may be ex- 
pected to do all in its power to 
delay our advance into Italy. 
Once our air force is BF rua 
in Northern Italian air bases the 
remaining portion of the Axis war 
industries and communications will 
be subjected to the same merciless 
bombing experienced by German 
war industries in the Ruhr, Ger- 
man ports such as Hamburg and 
other areas within bombing range 
of the British Isles. 

The German forces remaining in 
Italy and such reinforcements as 
Hitler can spare may be expected 
to fight desperately. The corps of 
German officials, technicians and 
gestapo men carefully placed in 
key positions throughout Italy may 
be expected to sabotage the ad- 
vance of the Allies as long as pos- 
sible. 

Nevertheless the over-all position 
has improved beyond the expecta- 
tions of those most familiar with 
the war effort. The unexpectedly 
rapid and favorable turn of events 
in Italy has compelled the radical 
revision of our plans for opera- 
tions in that and other theaters. 
Shipping that was expected to be 
used in other parts of the Mediter- 
ranean for simultaneous action 
must now be used or held in readi- 
ness for contingencies in the Ital- 
ian sector.

One Logical Point. 

It was obvious that in the whole 
stretch of the Mediterranean, there 
was only one point where the Allies 
could attack under cover of a 
fighter umbrella—Sicily.

ALGIERS, July 31. 
HE Vichy police handed Gen. 
Maxime Weygand over to the 
Germans who feared that he, 
like Gen. Henri Giraud, would be- 
come a “traitor.” The story of 
Weygand’s arrest and the note 
concerning it from German For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop to Marshal Petain, is pub- 
lished in the current number of 
Paris, a Casablanca weekly. 
A few days after Giraud’s es- 
cape from France to Gibraltar, the 
Germans demanded that Weygand 
be handed over to them. Petain 
called Weygand to Vichy and told 
him of the order. 
After Weygand left Petain’s of- 
fice, the Vichy police, on orders 
of Pierre Laval, picked him up 
and asked for identification pa- 
pers. He was detained for three 
hours by the Vichy police while 
his identification was verified, but 
meanwhile, the Gestapo was noti- 
fied of the time he would be leav- 
ing. He was arrested by the Ges- 
tapo on the outskirts of Vichy 
and taken to Germany. 
Petain, presumably unaware of 
the role Laval played in the arrest, 
protested to Berlin. The docu- 
ment which the Paris reproduces 
is said to be Von Ribbentrop’s an- 
swer to Petain. It begins: 
“Marshal Petain clearly forgets 
that we have just had an experi- 
ence with Gen. Giraud which 
proves to us how little we can 
trust the word of conspiring peo- 
ple like Gens, Giraud and Wey- 
gand.” 
Even the word of Petain cannot 
be a sufficient guarantee, the doc- 
ument continues, that Weygand 
would not seize the earliest oppor- 
tunity to go over to the enemy. 
Von Ribbentrop then cites talks 
which Weygand had with Robert 
Murphy, American counsellor in 
North Africa, last year—talks 
which Weygand did not report to 
Vichy. In these talks, Weygand 
repeated how necessary the total 
defeat of Germany was and prom- 
ised that he would do everything 
to help bring about that defeat, 
Von Ribbentrop then quoted 
from another conversation  be- 
tween Weygand and Murphy in 
which Weygand said that the 
Vichy Government only acted un- 
der German orders and that at the 
opportune moment he, Weygand, 
would take over power from Pe- 
tain. 
The German Foreign Minister 
also wrote of the “disgusting 
methods” the United States used 
for obtaining information such as 
sending consuls to North‘ Africa 
to prepare the ground for land- 
ings. Moreover, the Americans 
did not hesitate to corrupt French- 
men and alienate them from 
Vichy, he said. 
For these reasons the Germans 
are detaining Weygand to pre- 
vent him from “betraying” France 
as Giraud did.

ROOSEVELT SPEECH CENSORED 


BY ARGENTINE PRESS OFFICER: 


BUENOS AIRES, July 31 (AP).— 

Portions of the text of President 
Roosevelt’s speech on Wednesday 
night referring to the Fascist rule 
as “criminal and corrupt” and the 
assertion that Mussolini and his 
collaborators would be punished 
“for their crimes against human- 
ity” were suppressed by an Argen- 
tine post office clerk, it was 
learned last night. 

The United States Embassy has 
informed the Argentine foreign of- 
fice that the employe, a press con- 
trol attache, ordered a United 
States news agency to make the 
deletions. 

It was explained officially that 
the censorship was the result of 
“excessive zeal” on the part of a 
subordinate, despite orders that 
President Roosevelt's speech should 
not be altered.

NEW DEVICE SPEEDS 
X-RAY INSPECTION 
OF PLANE CASTINGS 


Machine Makes Pictures of 
as Many as 17,000 Parts 
in 24 Hours. 


BALTIMORE, July 31 (AP).—A 
machine which brings assembly 
line speed to X-ray inspection of 
airplane castings has been devel- 
oped for a Detroit war plant, West- 
inghouse engineers announced to- 
day. The machine will inspect up 
to 17,000 castings in 24 hours. 

Previous methods required a spe- 
cial lead-lined room which had to 
be temporarily evacuated during 
exposures, resulting in loss of time 
and efficiency. 

C. V. Aggers of the Westinghouse 
company said the machine has a 
moving conveyor 40 feet long and 
three feet wide that transports the 
castings through the X-ray inspec- 
tion and provides the fastest meth- 
od yet devised to spot flews in 
large quantities of metal parts.

Allies Showing 


Swift Mastery 
Of War Tactics 


Now Have Beaten Na- 
zis in Use of Air- 
power—Much Credit 
to Eisenhower.

T the end of the twentieth 

month of American participa- 

tion in the war, it can be said 
that Allied strategy—which really 
means British-American—and tac- 
tics, ha e gone into high gear and 
are gathering speed at a formid- 
able rate. 

Planning, conception and execu- 
tion of the Sicilian campaign have 
shown the remarkable degree to 
which American and British staffs 
have fused their ideas, put into 
effect the lessons learned by both 
and employed various weapons as 
experiences have proved them val- 
uable rather than in the way the 
individual country may have 
planned to use them. 

In this theater, perhaps in con- 
trast to Washington and London, 
rivalry between the various armed 
services has been subordinated to 
an over-all plan, with land, air, 
sea and psychological staffs work- 
ing in complete co-ordination, 

Greatest credit for this must go 
to Gen. Eisenhower and to the 
loyalty of his British staff offi- 
cers, who have not allowed a nat- 
ural, national rivalry to interfere. 

Correspondents who have 
watched the war from the begin- 
ning cannot fail to be struck by 
the tremendous advance in Allied 
use of airpower and the fusion of 
that power with land and sea 
forces. Arguments over the sepa- 
rate air forces are no longer perti- 
nent, since this theater has shown 
not only that separate air forces, 
such as the Royal Air Force and 
the United States Army A(jlr 
Forces, are workable, but that the 
two can work harmoniously in the 
same theater. Arguments over 
daylight versus night bombings 
are equally futile since it has long 
been evident here that both are 
essential to the effective conduct 
of major strategy. 

Most gratifying is the realiza- 
tion that the Allies now have 
beaten the Axis at its own game 
—in the use of airpower, which 
the Germans supposedly had de- 
veloped to the highest peak. Suc- 
cess must be attributed as much, 
if not more, to careful planning, 
as to Allied production and man 
power, in which we appear now 
at long last to have the upper 
hand. 

At this juncture of the cam- 
paign medium bombers are play- 
ing.an important role in Sicily, 
attacking with increasing force 
enemy positions in the Messina tri- 
angle. Here the task of the me- 
diums must be to attack from low 
levels, as precision is essential to 
knock out gun positions, troop 
movements, barracks and supply 
routes, 

Meanwhile, long-range bombers 
concentrate on the enemy’s main- 
land airfields ta neutralize their 
striking power against our com- 
munications. — 


Spellman in French Guinea. 
LONDON, July 31 (AP).—Arch- 
bishop Francis J. Spellman of New 
York is visiting in French Guinea 
on the west coast of Africa whence 
he is expected to leave soon for the

Allied heavy and medium bomb- 
ers began working on Sicilian air- 
fields.

Pantelleria, bombed into surren- 
der during this period, was «a 
guinea pig for the Sicilian cam- 
paign. The question was: could 
you neutralize a small area by 
knocking out the enemy’s airfields 
with heavy, high-level precision 
bombing? Then could you follow 
up with medium bombers, unes- 
corted because the enemy had ne 
fields left on which to base his 
fighters? Could you then knock 
out the ports, harbors and inter- 
nal communications? 

It was done on a small scale 
at Pantelleria. It was done on @ 
much bigger scale Sicily. 

Air ‘orce officers d the high- 
est tribute to the daring work of 
the R. A. F. coastal command 
which sent Beaufighters out on 
long sweeps across the Tyrrhenian 
sea looking for enemy shipping. 

It was almost suicidal work, but 
it paid dividends. During one 
week when the Axis was trying 
desperately to get men and sup- 
plies to the red garrison 
at Sicily, the coastal command 
sank 11 ships, including three de 
stroyers, 

In the over-all picture, however, 
it appears that the important fac- 
tor in the smashing success of 
the skyway side of the Sicilian 
campaign was the shortage of 
brains in the once-feared German 
Luftwaffe.

Italians Deserting by Hundreds 
In Sicily, Donning Civilian Clothes

HE Italian army has not got 
the will to go on fighting for 
long. Its soldiers are surren- 
dering or deserting by the hun- 
dredez. Italian soldiers are sick and 
tired of war; they want to go back 
to their wives and families, and 
many of them are doing just that. 


The number of young men of 
military age, but not in uniform, 
thronging the villages and towns 
of western Sicily is increasing 
hourly, In many places these young 
men actually outnumber the local 
female population. They have sim- 
ply deserted the Army and put on 
civilian clothes. Many of them 
wear just trousers and colored 
sport shirt, without tie or hat. 
You see groups of them carrying 
smal] suitcases or bundles, walk- 
ing along the dusty Sicilian roads. 

They are going home. Sometimes 
they try to thumb a ride on Amer- 
ican Army vehicles. They are 
pleasant, smiling, cheerful young 
men who think it is simply won- 
derful that the Americans have 
come. 


An Island of 4-Fs. 


When you ask them why they 
aren't in the army, they answer, 
“Oh, I was rejected because of a 
weak heart,” or “bad lungs,” or 
“kidney trouble.” 

The number of “weak hearts” 
among young Italians of military 
age, who happen to be in Sicily, 
has been increasing at a rate 
which normally would be astound- 
ing and which certainly must be 
alarming to Italy’s military higher- 
ups. The fact is, these young men 
are in good physical shape. Their 
“heart trouble” is a combination

Always Recriminations. 

Since the beginning of their war- 
time association the rift between 
German and Italian soldiers has 
always appeared as soon as Axis 
soldiers were taken prisoners by 
the Allies. The Germans always 
demanded to be segregated from 
the Italians and usually said that 
their plight was caused by the 
Italians’ unwillingness to fight. 

Italian prisoners usually took 
the line that they were darned if 
they were going to fight for the 
Germans any more; they shouldn't 
ever have gotten into the war in 
the first place, and look at what 
their association with the Ger 
mans brought .them. 

The phenomenon of young men 
of military age with “heart trou- 
ble” in Sicily has reached such 
proportions that the Allies have 
issued a proclamation stating that 
any Italian soldier found wearing 
civilian clothes is Hable te be 
treated as a spy.

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Scarce New Drug Penicillin Proving 
Worth in Army Hospitals; It Healed 
A Wound 14 Months Old in 27 Days 


Rare Substance Has Succeeded in Many Cases 
Where Sulfa Preparations Failed, but It Is 
Expensive, Difficult to Obtain—Services 


Increasing Supplies 


to Treat Casualties.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).—A soldier casualty of the Pacific 
war theater lay on a bed at Bushnell Veterans’ Hospital in Utah, 
weak and delirious from a festering wound that had resisted all 
treatment, including sulfa drugs, for 14 months. 
Bits of uniform, missilegfragments, and fragments of bone shat- 


tered by high velocity bu 


still tormented his body, because his 


gangrenous infection was such that doctors did not dare risk an 


operation to clear the wound. 

He was not alone in his. suffer- 
ing. Many other soldiers had 
wounds—mostly compound frac- 


tures—that had remained infected 
despite treatment with the sulfo- 
mamides and other drugs, One sol- 
dier had a gaping wound in which 
a galosh buckle still showed 
through the poisoned flesh. 

But then, one day several months 
ago, army doctors began injecting 
into the veins of the wounded men 
a newly developed drug which had 
been authorized for trial at Bush- 
nell by the Surgeon General of the 
Army. 

It was penicillin — pronounced 
peni-sill-in, with the accent on the 
“sill’—a substance formed by the 
mold that grows on stale bread and 
cheese, and which also can be ob- 
tained from similar molds grown 
in the laboratory. 

Rapid Improvement. 

Almost immediately the men be- 
gan to improve. The festering of 
the wounds gradually subsided. 

Within a week, operations were 
performed in most cases to clear 
away the debris of the battlefield 
and drain the wounds. 

The soldier who had been suf- 
fering for 14 months without im- 
provement was healed in 27 days. 

That marked the first extensive 
use of the drug in an American 
military hospital, 

But the work at Bushnell was 
authorized by the Army only as a 
result of organized research start- 
ed last year at selected civilian 
hospitals where the drug was em- 
ployed to combat various bacterial 
infections among more than 300 
cases, with brilliant results. 

Previously, investigators in Great 
Britain, where the drug was dis- 
covered in 1929 and first used in 
human cases in 1941, had reported 
remarkable results. 

Both in this country and in Eng- 
land, penicillin had succeeded in 
many instances where the sulfa 
drugs had failed, 

The studies in the American 
civilian hospitals were made—and 
are continuing—under sponsorship 
of the Medical Research Commit- 
tee of the United States Office of 
Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment and under direct supervision 
of the Committee on Chemotherapy 
ofthe National Research Council. 

Studies Expanded. 

The results achieved at Bushnell 
were so dramatic that the Army 
instituted similar studies for wound 
treatment at Halloran Hospital, 
N. Y., and at eight other Army 
general hospitals, and the Navy be- 
gan using penicillin in 10 hospi- 
tals in the continental United 
States. — 

At about the same time, the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice reported that penicillin had 
proved very’ effective against 
gonorrhea germs that had resisted 
the sulfonamides, and, as a result 
of that, the Army authorized sep- 
arate studies of the use of penicil- 
lin .in treatment of venereal dis- 
ease at six other Army hospitals. 

A limited quantity of the drug 
also has been sent to our armed 
forces overseas. 

Why, then, is this remarkable 
drug not a part of the equipment 
of every doctor’s medicine kit? 

The answer is that penicillin is 
very scarce, and difficult to pro- 
duce, 

Job Is Difficult. 

The job of preparing and ex- 
tracting the material is a long and 
painstaking one, fraught with dis- 
appointments—and the yield so far 
by a number of American commer- 
cial drug companies has been suf- 
ficient only to supply our armed 
forces and the few selected civil- 
ian hospitals with very small quan- 
tities. 

Authorities most intimately ac- 
quainted with present develop- 
ments are hopeful that by the end 
of this year, supplies of penicillin 
will be sufficient for the Army and 
Navy casualties returned to this 
country, plus a “considerable 
supply for civilian necessities.” 

By the end of this year, accord- 
ing to a prediction by Dr. Frank 
Stockman, vice-president of the 
Winthrop: Chemical Co., the na- 
tion’s chemical industry will be 
producing five billion units of pen- 
icillin a week—an amount the 
Army wants to treat 5000 serious 
cases weekly. 

But authorities say that peni- 
cillin will not be available for gen- 
eral civilian use until after the 
war and even then its cost may be 
high. At the present time there 
are no actual figures on its cost 
except that it is “terrifically high.” 

Why not synthesize it—make it 
from other chemicals? 

The answer is that, despite ex- 
tensive studies, chemists have not 
yet determined the exact structure 
of the substance, which appears 
first as tiny golden droplets on 
the mold and is ultimately proc- 
essed igto a yellow powder. 

Attempts to synthesize it are 
continuing, but Dr. A. N. Rich- 
ards, chairman of the Committee 
on Medical Research for the Of- 
fice of Scientific Research and 
Development, says: 

“An early synthetis of penicillin 
is not to be expected. And it is 
conceivable that even if synthesis 


drug by that means might be even 
more costly than the natural 
method of obtaining it from mold.” 


Production Problems, 


Here's an idea of the production 
problems involved: 

To prepare a single gram (one- 
thirtieth of an ounce) of penicillin 
—an amount sufficient for about 
10 standard doses—requires care- 
ful processing of approximately 20 
quarts of culture fluid and mold 
over a period of 12 days. 

And even then, conditions must 
be perfect. It is an ironic para- 
dox that penicillin, powerful as it 
is in checking the growth of many 
bacteria, can itself be destroyed by 
micro-organisms from the air 
while it is being processed. 

“Hundreds of gallons of work- 
ing materials have had to be 
dumped down the drain because 
of impurities encountered,” de- 
clares Dr. Richards. “It’s been a 
heartbreaking job for the manu- 
facturers, and they should receive 
great credit for sticking to it.” 

Not long ago a -House Appro- 
priations Committee was told that 
20 million units of penicillin had 
been sent to our armed forces in 
England and a similar quantity to 
the troops in North Africa, 

But a unit is a quantity suffi- 
cient only to cover the head of 
a pin. How long 40 million units 
would last would depend upon the 
severity of the cases treated. One 
patient suffering from a blood 
stream infection by staphylococci 
might be cured by a half-million 
units. On the other hand, some 
of the battle wounded might re- 
quire as much as four million 
units. 

A. M. A. Report. 


A recent report to the medical 
profession on penicillin’s progress, 
released through the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, 
declared the results so far are up- 
holding the “early promise” offered 
by the British investigators, and 
that “there is good reason for the 
belief that it is far superior to any 
of the sulfonamides” in the treat- 
ment of certain infections. 

The report listed infection by the 
staphylococcus germs which cause 
gangrene in wounds and inflame 
the bone and marrow. It listed in- 
fected burns; empyema, or the ac- 
cumulation of pus in cavities of 
the body; cellulitis, which is an in- 
flammation of cellular tissue; and 
carbuncles of the lip and face. It 
said penicillin was effective against 
pneumonia and gonorrheal organ- 
isms that had resisted the sulfo- 
namides, 

Investigators here and in Eng- 
land have found the drug effective 
in treating mastoids, meningitis, 
certain «streptococcal w infections 
and brain wounds. A recent report 
from England ‘declared that 
wounds which had persisted from 
three months to 12 years were 
healed in four weeks after the use 
of penicillin. 

So far, it has not caused ill re- 
actions in human cases when 
purely prepared — compared with 
the sulfonamides which sometimes 
cause reactions. And it has a fur- 
ther advantage over the sulfa 
drugs in that it is not hampered 
by large numbers of microbes or 
pus fluids, o 

Like the sulfa drugs, penicillin 
does not kill bacteria. It checks 


|their further reproduction, giving 


the normal protective watchdogs 
of the human system—the white 
blood corpuscles—a chance to de- 
stroy existing bacteria. The drug 
is so potent that it checks the 
growth of bacteria even when 
diluted up to 10 million times. 
History of Discovery. 

The drug was discovered in Eng- 
land in 1929 by Prof. Alexander 
Fleming, University of London bac- 
teriologist. Fleming was conduct- 
ing routine tests on a culture of 
staphylococci. spread on a glass 
plate, when he noticed a small 
particle of mold had formed on 
the plate. 

Around the mold was a clear 
space—free of the germs that cov- 
ered the rest of the glass. Flem- 
ing investigated and found that a 
substance excreted by the mold in- 
hibited the growth of the germs. 
He named the substance penicillin 
—after the mold, penicillium nota- 
tum, from which it was derived. 

In 1940 other British investiga- 
tors, led by Prof. H. W. Florey 
and Dr, E, Chain of the University 
of Oxford, succeeded in preparing 
a purified form of the drug, and 
the following year administered it 
for the first time in human cases. 
Five of the patients treated were, 
the doctors said, “patients for 
whom no further treatment likely 
to be of benefit could be pro- 
posed,” 

The first patient treated—a 43- 
year-old English policeman—died, 
but only Pa ng the limited sup- 
ply enicillin had run out, and 
ST aie ak drug had affected a 
remarkable improvement in his 
condition. He had been suffering 
from an infection of both straphy- 
lococcal and streptococcal germs. 

Successes Achieved.

E. Spangler and made up of the 
nation’s 24 Republican Governors 
and party leaders in states having 
Democratic chief executives. 

Bricker said he did not consider 
the Republican Postwar Policy As- 
sociation headed by Deneen A. 
Watson, Chicago attorney, as “rep- 
resenting the party.” There have 
been reports the association is fa- 
vorable to Wendell L. Willkie. 

Bricker said he would attend the 
September meeting, to be held at 
Mackinac Island, Mich., and make 
“several suggestions.” He assert- 
ed he did not expect to be in ac 
cord with each separate policy dec- 
laration, but believed he would be 
able to approve most of them with- 
out reservation. 

Bricker is considered a stanch 
believer in party government and 
generally has followed party poli- 
cies. In all instances he has fol- 
lowed county committee recom- 
mendations for appointments to lo- 
cal offices and usually has followed 
party indorsements for State posi- 
tions,

All Await Letters. _ 


Without question, the favorite 
diversion here is writing and re- 
ceiving letters. Everyone from 
Majors on down “sweats the mail.” 
If the transports are grounded 
and there are no letters, spirits 
slump. If all transports are need- 
ed for the more urgent business of 
dropping supplies to ground forces 
farther up, there may be no mail 
for weeks. But usually there are 
letters for everyone almost every 
other day. And since receiving 
mail is such a pleasure when each 
day is almost a carbon copy of 
the day before, everyone writes, 
often and long. The lights burn 
longest in the mess hall, where 
most men write their letters. 

The job of censoring mail is so 
big that in each squadron two or 
three officers spend almost half of 
each day going through letters. 
Since the assignment gets to be a 
bore because there is so little vari- 
ety in soldiers’ “snow jobs” to 
their girls, the job of censoring is 
passed around. 

Letter writing to Lonely Hearts 
Clubs is discouraged by the Army 
because unscgupulous persons and 
enemy agents could gain valuable 
information in that manner. In 
spite of the prohibition, one man 
did insert an advertisement in an 
Australian paper, asking for cor- 
respondefits and complaining that 
he rarely received letters. He’s 
been the bane of the A. P. O. since, 
getting sacks of mail every week.

Of course, life in a front-line 

combat unit is far from all milk 
and honey. Bombers go out and 
are shot down in flames by enemy 
ack-ack or fighters, Others go out 
and simply disappear. You laugh 
and kid with a pilot in a poker 
game at the officers’ shack one 
night and the next morning you 
learn he is dead. A weather of- 
ficer goes up on a mission when 
he doesn’t have to and is shot 
down into the ocean. When he 
returns two days later after a 
miraculous escape, everyone gives 
a prayer of thanks. Even ground 
personnel sometimes are lost when 
planes go down flying between 
Australia and New Guinea. 
» When a man is killed or missing 
in combat, no officer wants the 
job of going through his personal 
effects to determine what should 
go to his grief-stricken wife or 
mother and what to the Quarter- 
master for reissue. 

But with the heartaches comes 
solid accomplishment. This highly- 
trained group left the States seven 
weeks after war began and started 
for Java. When it, too, was threat- 
ened, the outfit was detoured to 
Australia. After fighting for six 
months from an Australian base, 
the group moved to New Guinea. 

The group, too, has known glory. 
In its 15 months of combat, more 
than 500 decorations have been 
pinned on enlisted men and offi- 
cers—Distinguished Flying Crosses, 
Purple Hearts, Air Medals, DSCs, 
everything except the Congression- 
al Medal of Honor. The entire 
group was cited by the War De- 
partment for its contribution to 
the winning of the Papuan cam- 
paign. And another citation may 
be on its way for this outfit’s suc- 
cess in the Bismarck Sea battle 
of March 1 to 3. In that engage- 
ment, it will be recalled, an entire 
Jap convoy of 22 ships was wiped 
out by air power. Squadrons of 
this unit did a large share of that 
job. They were adding to a glori- 
ous history that goes back to 
World War I. 

Ground Crews’ Job. 

Some combat crews have been 
returned to the States after flying 
as many as 50 missions against 
the enemy. But ground personnel, 
including the hard-working me- 
chanics who often toil all through 
the night getting their precious 
charges back into flying shape, are 


still “sweating out” a trip home. 


TOJO ACTS TO PREVENT 
ANY COUP IN JAPAN 


Gives Posts to Konoye and 
Industrialists to Tar Them 
as Totalitarians.

Post-Dispatch, , 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—Japan 
reacted to the ouster of Benito 
Mussolini by an immediate 
strengthening of the Imperial Rule 
Assistance Association, the totali- 
tarian political party, in an evi- 
dent attempt to forestall in Japan 


in Italy when the Fascist regime 
disintegrated in the wake of Mus- 
solini’s downfall. 

Last Thursday the Tokyo radio 
announced that Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye, former Premier, and Lt. 
Gen, Heisuke Yanagawa had been 
appointed “advisers” to the Im- 
perial Rule Assistance Association 
and that 10 new directors had also 
been named, including a number 
of industrialists and capitalists 
who might be classed as liberals as 
well as some of Japan’s most 
chauvinistic reactionary leaders, 
Most important is the appoint- 
ment of Prince Konoye as an ad- 
viser. It was Konoye who first 
organized the totalitarian party af- 
ter he became Premier for the sec- 
ond time in July, 1940. He per- 
suaded the old political parties to 
dissolve and welded them together 
in a new national grouping. 

Konoye greatest asset was his 
ability to concillate dissenting fac- 
tions.“ He was regarded as the 
only Japarrese statesman capable 
of unifying’the political parties 
and his role as Premier was to 
keep a balance between the mili- 
tarists, bent on world conquest, 
and the liberal] industrialists, who 
sought vainly to hold them in 
check, In this task Konoye floated 
mainly with the tide, but he re- 
linquished the premiership to Tojo 
when he was unable to prevent the 
war lords from rushing into a Pa- 
cific war. 

Tojo apparently considers Kon- 
oye, better than any other, will be 
able to hold together the totali- 
tarian party which he created if 
any opposition should develop. See- 
ing what is happening in Italy, 
Tojo is taking steps to tighten the 
party grip and to tar all factions 
with a totalitarian ‘brush so as to 
eliminate all possible sources of 
opposition.

With Congress on Foreign Policy 


Joseph M. Jones, Who Quit Government, Sug- 
gests Secretary of State Appear for 
Questioning and Debate.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Con- 
gress should be consulted from 
week to week in deciding foreign 
policy in these critical times, with 
the Secretary of State appearing 
at least once a month before a 
oint session of Senate and House 


for a full-dress public debate on 
foreign relations, 

This is the prescription of Jos- 
eph M. Jones, who resigned as an 
officer of the State Department 
because he felt there was no 
chance to work within the de- 
partment toward reforms he be- 
lieves must come if the tragedy of 
1919 and 1920, when America re- 
tired from world affairs, is not to 
be repeated. 

In the first of a series of three 
articles in Fortune magazine Jones 
outlines a program for immediate 
‘action which, in his opinion, would 
help to end the suspicion’ that 
Congress has for the Executive in 
the international sphere and would 
at the same time make it possible 
for enlightened public opinion § to 
back a reasonable program. Be- 
fore his resignation two months 
ago Jones was working for mod- 
ernization of State Department 
|procedures. He was one of a group 
of younger men who tried to per- 
suade the department to take a 
more realistic line toward Japan 
in pre-Pearl Harbor days. 

Five Suggested Measures. 

We must develop, Jones gays, 
“a new responsibility” in the con- 
duct of foreign affair§, with Con- 
gress and the President both re- 
sponsible to each other and to the 
people. In turn the Government 
must accept its responsibility to 
other governments for a_ stable 
foreign policy. As the “most ef- 
fective measures” to bring this 
about immediately, Jones suggests: 

1. For the Secretary of State to 
appear, say, once each month be- 
fore a joint session of the Senate 
sand the House of Representatives 
for a full-fledged public debate on 
foreign policy, in which he would 
be questioned by the members, 

2. For the chairman and rank- 
ing minority members of the Sen- 
‘ate and House committees deal- 
‘ing with foreign affairs, and such 
‘other Senators and Representa- 
'tives as the President might from 
time to time suggest, to meet in 
'a private session once each month, 
‘immediately prior to the public 
congressional debate, with the 
President, the Secretary of State 
and other pertinent high officials, 
for a frank discussion of the more 
‘private aspects of foreign affairs. 
This group should decide -what 
matters, if any, should be with- 
held from public debate, 

3. For the Secretary of State, 
who is at present the only cabinet 
officer not required to make an 
annual report to Congress, to 
make a full and frank semi-an- 
nual report on the state of for-

5. For the President immediately 
in a series of major public ad- 
dresses, perhaps delivered before 
Congress, to inform the American 
people and their representatives of 
the great opportunities and re 
sponsibilities that confront the na- 
tion; and to appeal to them to ac- 
cept fully the implications of this 
country’s new role as world 


leader. 
Long-Run Solution. 

Jones frankly says that these 
are stopgap measures which should 
prove immediately useful. In the 
end the only fully satisfactory 
solution to the problem of provid- 
ing direct and continuing respon- 
sibility of the Executive to Con- 
gress is to amend the Constitution, 
he suggests, but this would re 
quire 20 years. 

First and foremost comes recog- 
nition by the President, Jones 
says, of the need for a better re- 
lationship with Congress in -he 
field of foreign affairs. Domestic 
and foreign affairs are so merged 
at present that the President's vast 
powers, inherent in the Constitu- 
tion which gives the Executive the 
right to handle “foreign” rela- 
tions, is naturally resented by 
Congress. 

Jones points out that Senator 
Wiley (Rep.) of Wisconsin has in- 
troduced legislation calling for cok 
laboration between Congress and 
the Executive in the foreign field, 
Secretary of State Hull in an ex- 
change of correspondence with 
Wiley denied that such collabora- 
tion was necessary or even desir- 
able. | 

Need for Authority. 

“The sudden entrance of the 

U. S. upon the world stage in a 
leading role,” Jones writes, “finds 
this country singularly unequipped 
for the part. A nation that plays 
a world role must have a Gov- 
‘ernment that speaks to the world 
| with authority; and a Government 
cannot speak with authority une 
less it is closely attuned, and un 
less the world knows it ig close 
ly attuned, to the ultimate source 
of its own authority. In the U. 3. 
this is the electorate. A leader 
without authority is a contradic- 
tion in terms.” 
_In successive issues of Fortune

HATEVER the final outcome may be for Italy, for Benito 
WY wessorin the one thing he confessed had worried him most 

has now been wan; he has made ‘his mark in history. It isa 
black mark, to be sure, but it is there. 

There is, of course, nothing strange or abnormal] in the con- 
cern which a leader of men feels about posterity; it is merely part 
of the problem of immortality which hag confused and inspired 
mankind from its first intelligent beginnigs. “I am obsessed with 
this wild desire—it consumes my whole being,” said Mussolini; 
“I want to make a mark on my era with my will, like a lion with 
its claw.” 

It has been made. 

For almost a quarter of a century he wooed this muse, acting 
the Hero, posing before men and moviemen, and time and history, 
eagerly watching for the signs of his immortality. Even in his 
youthful soap-box speeches he was already conscious of what press 
and public would say, and as he grew to manhood he worked on 
his clipping books with more enthusiasm than a Hollywood star, 
but always he kept looking ahead, to a place in the future where 
his name would shine on deathless bronze, when statues would be 
erected of his likeness side by side with the Napoleons, and better 
still, the Roman Caesars, and the gods and demi-gods of all re- 
corded time. 

At the Lausanne conference a group of diplomats on an upper 
floor, looking down an elevator shaft, beheld their newest colleague 
with his back to the operator, making faces and gestures before 
the rear mirror. The Napoleonic attitudes were unmistakable. 

In the history of the world no man has been more photo- 
graphed. The paintings, sketches and busts of the Duce surpass 
in number those of any being to whom deity has not been seri- 
ously attributed. A great part of the leader’s day was spent read- 
ing the press of*the whole world, where every item dealing with 
him and his activities had been marked by subordinates. He read 
them with the air of a man seeking something. 

The Duce and the age of dictators have already been explained 
by the scientists, Freud has expressed his belief that nations, like 
human beings, can suffer a neurosis; Adler believes that people 
like individuals suffer from -inferiority, struggle hard to shake it 
off and to become superior, and in the case of Italy and Mussolini 
the world has its best example. 


They've Learned Benito Neither 


Loved Nor Respected Followers. 


One of the paradoxes of the Italian situation which Italy has 
now discovered, is that the embodiment of their wish-fulfillment 
neither loved nor respected the masses who followed him. Time 
and again Mussolini quoted Machiavelli’s opinion of the common 
people as “mud” and sneered at public opinion. But the more the 
Duce showed that he despised his followers, the more they shouted 
their love and loyalty. . 

In al] seriousness Mussolini was compared by his idolators 
with everyone from Jesus Christ to Theodore Roosevelt. 

After Fapinacci’s solemn declaration that Mussolini’s only 
logical successor as Duce could be Jesus, the official Fascist press 
proclaimed the infallibility of its leader, a political dogma meant 
also for the eyes of the Pope. 

No less a person than an American Ambassador, Richard 
Washburn Child, wrote that “the Duce is now the greatest figure 
of his sphere and time. One closes the door when one leaves feel- 
ing, as when Roosevelt was left, that one could squeeze something 
of him out of one’s clothes.” 

Inasmuch as the Duce himself permitted painters to draw a 
lock of hair over the forehead in the Napoleonic manner, busts 
made very Caesarian, and a large proportion of the millions of 
photographs show him a la Bonaparte on horseback or assuming 
other herofe poses, it is obvious he invited comparison with the 
world-conquerors. 

Mussolini would have liked to uphold the tradition of the 
“strong, silent man,” but his passion for oratory prevented him 
from complete achievement. But that he should assume, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, the traditions of the world-conquerors, 
Caesar, Alexander and Napoleon, was quite natural. All men ar- 
riving at similar heights, even the catch-penny Central American 
dictators, have been known to succumb to the role; Mussolini 
stepped into it as an actor into his makeup. 

The Caesar pose was most obvious to those who in April, 1926, 
accompanied the Duce to Tripoli—to that very same colony the 
annexation of which caused the same Mussolini to attempt an 
armed uprising two decades earlier. Now he had mobilized more 
warships for himself than Giolitti had used for the war on Tur- 
key: on the prow of the Cavour he strutted and took attitudes 
which every motion-picture operator worth his pay recorded death- 
lessly, or he sat with folded arms looking dreamily across the 


Mediterranean. 


Amid Fanfare, He Stepped 
Into Afica Like a Conqueror. 


He disembarked, he stepped into Africa like a conqueror. The 
Tripolitans—gt least those who were not at the time in rebellion— 
the native troops, the Italian army, the civilians and officialdom, 
made a grand uproar. . 

An American journalist, overcome with the sense of historic 
emotion, raised his. hand and cried, “Ave, Caesar!” To the Duce 
he said, “It is like the old days when a Roman emperor lauded.” 

Mussolini, delighted, said, “Yes.” 

Others took up the cry. The sun-baked streets of a small 
African port in an unimportant African colony echoed with the 
shout of “Caesar,” and that very evening numerous red, white

and green posters with the words “Ave, Caesar,” followed by Mus- 
solini’s speech, published by the Fascist officials, were plucarded 
throughout the colony as the expression of its greeting, 

Julius, the divider of Gaul, shines over Mussolini; the Duce 
looked intu those cold pupil-less eyes every day while his press 
reminded him that he was the pure Roman Emperor type in face 
and will, the true successor to the thrice-crown-refusing political 
ancestor. Even the textbooks of Italy were changed so that-all 
the Caesars became unblemished heroes and the tyranny, cor- 
ruption, and weaknesses of that ruler “who fell an easy victim to 
the cheap devices of the lewd Cleopatra” were eliminated by the 
censor. To make their own hero greater, the idol of comparison 
was cleaned and polished. 

In the year of the Tripoli voyage Mussolini ordered that 
“within five years Rome must be restored to the grandeur of the 
Caesars”; and within a few months he told an interviewer that 
“we are in the process of renewing the glory of the Caesars, I 
have a bust of Julius Caesar always before me.” 

Four times in his talks with Emil Ludwig the Duce mentioned the 
man whose bust brooded over him; once he confessed that “Jesus 
was greater”; another time that Shakespeare’s play about the hero 
was “a great schcol for rulers”; again, “in thrilling tones,” 
“Julius Caesar. The greatest man that ever lived... . Yes, I 
have a tremendous admiration for Caesar. Still... . I myself 
belong rather to the class of the Bismarcks,” and finally, “The 
assassination of Caesar was a misfortune for mankind. I love 
Caesar. He was unique in that he combined the will of the war- 
rior with the genius of the sage. It is true he had a passion for 
fame, but his ambition did not cut him off from humankind.” 


Gave Listeners Strong Hint That 
He Would Stand in Caesar's Shoes. 


Finally, in the summer of 1935, addressing several thousand 
former grenadiers, at the time of the mobilization for the Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict, he reminded them that “Julius Caesar once 
dominated the world and that every stone surrounding them 
should recall the fact.” (They were crowded into the ruins of the 
Temple of Venus.) “Nothing forbids us from believing that what 
was our destiny yesterday may again become our destiny to- 
morrow.” 

From Alexander the Great, who sighed for new lands to con- 
quer, and from the time of every prophet and messiah, men have 
wanted to rule the whole world or to make the whole world bow 
to their one idea. The men of power and egotism want to be 
king of kings and many modern rulers use that title. The Ethio- 
pian is not bashful. Caesar, Kaiger, and Tsar are variations on 
the theme. The idea of world conquest will probably remain for- 
ever, even if it is to be eventually democratized into a sort of 
figurehead, a man of straw and sawdust, A super-secretary of a 
future super League of Nations, and appear to this individual 
only in his serenest day-dream of desire, 

The last man to seize-a large part of the world, Napoleon, 
called by H.G. Wells an adventurer, a wrecker, a man of egotism 
and vanity, a personality archaic, hard, capable, unscrupulous, imi- 
tative, and neatly vulgar, is still the hero of the mob. Mussolinj 


had at least this much in common with the Corsican; they were 
both well-whipped children, therefore destined to a _ rebellious 
manhood, Bonaparte was whipped by his mother, Mussolini by 
his father; the one used a birch rod, the other a leather belt. 


Whether either dictator ever felt remorse is debated by his- 
torians and chroniclers. It is said that Napoleon, during his 
fits in St. Helena, regretted his order to murder the Duc d’Enghein 
and sometimes wept for the dead. Only one person records a 
sign of regret in Mussolini. “The dead weigh heavily,” he once 
said. On the occasion of the banquet which Italy tendered Ras 
Taffari, King of Ethiopia, the King and Mussolini found two 
beautiful envelopes in their napkins, Mussolini opened his and read: 


“You are Matteotti’s murderer; prepare for the handcuffs.” 
The King opened his and read: 


“Majesty, Matteotti’s murderer sits next to you. Give him 
up to justice.” 


The King turned pale, but it is reported that Mussolini hid 
whatever emotions this dramatic reminder provoked under a 
small laugh. 

Of the men who make history today, especially of dictators, 
one expects great, rich personalities. But Stalin is known for 
his metallic colorless voice, the absence of flourish, for the ten- 
dency to remain inconspicuous, and his inability to sweep an 
audience with enthusiasm. Like Lenin, he has a “sense of com- 
pressed energy, of reserved will power. He is not magnetic.” 
Lenin and Trotsky I saw at the height of their fame; both sur- 
prised me because they had nothing of the Communist-Socialist- 
Radical speaker so well known throughout the world. Lenin rea- 
soned as Socrates once reasoned in the house of Cephalus. The 
only dictator who answered conventional] anticipations was Mus- 
solini, who was magnetic and dynamic, wild, histrionic, who 
raised and lowered his voice as taught by the best professors of 
drama, became cold, waxed hot, erupted like his own Vesuvius 
and used his hands, eyes, shoulders, and breath for the purpose 
of hypnotizing the mob. 

Lenin was the only revolutionary who had a deep sense of 
humor; his successor, Stalin, makes jokes and laughs over them; 
frequently they are coarse jokes, and in this Stalin and Mussolini 
were similar, except that at times Stalin has been able to show a 
trace of objective humor, while Mussolini never betrayed it. 
Intolerance was one of the secrets of Mussolini’s success—while it 
lasted, 

In almost every sentence of his speeches, in almost every 
page of his writings, Mussolini cursed his opponents. He was 
always shouting “scoundrel,” “traitor,” “egotist” at some one; his 
enemies were “soft-brained cowards,” “swelled frogs,” and “a 
base and pernicious crew”; he never hesitated to call the man 
who differed from his opinions a liar; with the utmost contempt 
he spoke of political enemies and those who have fought duels 
with him as weaklings, cowards. 

Of this man’s amazing egotism much has been said. It is 
the most natural trait in human beings who are failures to shout 
down the successful man, no matter who he is or what he does. 
Napoleon and Pericles are equally condemned. No distinction is 
made between the ego which drives a man to lead the world by 


j 


developing ail that is great and powerful within him, and the 
ego which leads another man to rise high by destroying others. 
Mussolini’s ego was a compound. Sometimes it exhibited itself 
in all its naive crudity. 

Three days after he had seized the Government his old friend, 
Paolo Orano, a comrade who could call him by his first name, 
came into Benito’s office, saying, jestingly, “I want to see how 
‘you are preparing to rule Italy.” 

“Preparing? 17” replied Mussolini, as Orano afterwards re 
counted. “Why, I’m already in the middle of it. I am ruling. 
I’ll show you how I rule.” 

Mussolini pressed a button, summoned a secretary, asked 
that a telephone call be put through to one of the leaders of the 
march and of Fascism. 

“Hello, I am talking. Mussolini. Be-ni-to Mus-so-li-ni. Listen, 
You are expecting to receive the Field-Marshal’s baton, Fine, 
But you are not going to get it just yet. You-are-not-going-to-get- 
it-just-yet. Get yourself a small cane. Good-by.” 

“There,” he said to Orano. “I’m not here as a tourist, but 
to give Italy a government and to govern it. That never was 
before, but is now: a government. I am it. And all, mind you, 
all Italians shall and will obey. Italians have never obeyed. The 
Italians must be ruled and ghall be ruled.” 


Felt Himself Tied Down, Hemmed in 
And Suppressed by Invisible Forces. 


Mussolini threw his head high, as if to snap it from his neck 
and shoulders—a movement that Orano saw for the first time 
in this man, but which was to be immortalized later in a million 
photographs and many films. 

Mussolini suffered from claustrophobia. All hig life he felt 
himself tied down, hemmed in, suppressed by invisible forces. 
He hated the confines of the schoolroom. He fled. One of the 
reasons he escaped military service was the dreadful appear- 
ance of the prison-like military barracks of his province, and 
although he tried to forget the iron bars of frequent visits by read- 
ing philosophy and politics, prison cells have left their lines on 
his character. 

He could not stand locked rooms although he is probably in 
one right now. In the Chigi Palace every interviewer remarked on 
the enormous chamber of some 50 or 60 feet long, which served 
him as an office. His spirit required vast spaces. He loved to 
fly in an airplane, enjoying the power, the superiority, and the 
freedom of an unpeopled infinity. He has refused to enter the 
Blue Grotto of Capri. 

In exhibitionism he surpassed all the notable men of our age. 
Chicherin, the timid intellectual, once appeared in a uniform of 
the Red Army and did not cut a brave figure. The Kaiser was 
magnificent in shining breastplates, but Mussolini went in for 
Central American splendor. The first time he addressed the 
Chamber he rigged himself in an operatic gold and spangles which 
gave the foreign Ambassadors their first good laugh under Fas- 
cism. Short, stocky, bulgy, myopic, and fairly bald, he posed 
so well the world believed him heroically tall, with the most 
magnificent flashing eyes. 

His literary judgments were sententious and weak. He is 
the author of such philosophical gems as “smoking is a distrac- 
tion” and “the Will to Power is a cardinal point in the philosophy 
of Nietzsche” and “The hills and the sea give one the feeling of 
infinity.” He had a college freshman’s enthusiasm for Nietzsche's 
“blond beasts” and “the egotism which in men of power does not 
admit of restrictions”; he was impressed with Nietzsche’s quota- 
tion from the Arabian sect of Assassins “To see men suffer is 
good, to make them suffer is better.” 


Yes, Mussolini Has Made His Mark on 
History's Pages, But It Is a Black One. 


Reactionary dictators are men of no element of greatness, 
men with no philosophy, no burning humanitarian ideal, nor even 
an economic program of any value to their nation or to the world. 
Grand and imposing as they look in their flaming uniforms and 
shirts in nationalist colors on marching days, they are almost 
forgotten the hour a change is made. Who now remembers 
Waldemiras? What country did he rule? What became of 
Pangalos? How many Bratianus were there and what happened 
to them? And how ignoble became that same Primo de Rivera 
who one day before had stood arm in arm with Mussolini, his 
treaty-friend, his proud disciple? After Mussolini’s final dis- 
appearance, the commentators will say that after all he was only 
a renegade Socialist who could never be trusted, a puny, senten- 
tious imitator of Lenin, a rather foolish repeater of Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s foolish phrases, a man mentally and physically ill, « 
megalomaniac who thought he could change the course of economie 
forces by the use of magnificent phrases taken from Kar] Marx, 
Nietzsche, Hegel, Vilfredo Pareto, and his former colleagues in 
the Socialist movement—and nevertheless a person worthy of 
statues. After all, he is the original Duce of Fascismo, and all 
the others are merely imitators. 

All of Mussolini’s monuments will be monuments to the 
strength of a weakling, monuments to the weakness of his oppo- 
sition, to the cowardice of the masses, but, above all, monuments 
to an Ego and a Will, 

Mussolini has made his mark in history, but history records 
the marks of warriors, suppressors and vandals, as well as saviors 
and liberators. 

History and monuments will recall Benito Mussolini as a 
Caesar—not a Julius but perhaps a Caesar Borgia or perhaps a 
Kaiser Wilhelm. If not ‘a Napoleon Bonaparte, then at least a 
Louis Napoleon. 

The statues of Julius Caesar will probably remain forever in 
Eternal Rome—but the day will surely come when in all the 
noble cities of Italy there will arise the statue of Giacomo Mat- 
teotti, the Italian patriot who was murdered by Mussolini’s gang- 
sters. A free people will then decide if there will be room alse 
for those of our Sawdust Caesar,

KIN irritations are common when warm weather causes an 


S increase in prespiration. There are many sweat glands in 

the skin and they are constantly giving off perspiration. 
When there is excessive activity of these glands, typical prickly 
heat may appear on covered up parts of the skin or where there 
are heavy, warm or binding clothes. Some skins, especially 
blond types, get this condition more readily than others. Babies, 
invalids and fat persons are especially susceptible. 

In prickly heat the skin burns and itches and may be red, 
with many little red spots of pih-head size. Small boils may also 
develop. 

To prevent prickly heat, keep the skin clean and cool. Avoid 
clothes that fit too tightly and are too thick and binding, as at 
the waistline. When the weather is warm, wear clothes that 
are light in weight and porous, to let the air get to the skin. 
A heavy, winterweight girdle, for example, may cause prickly 
heat in hot weather. -

Perspiration causes smarting’ and burning of prickly 
heat areas, so take cool baths containing several tablespoons 
of cornstarch or soda, but with little soap. Dry thoroughly 
and apply talcum powder or calamine lotion.

@ ANOTHER TYPE of summer skin irritation occurs when 
two perspiring skin surfaces rub together. The warmth and 
friction cause irritation of the-»damp skin. Perspiration and 
further irritation make such chafed areas burn and ating. This 
condition may occur wherever skin surfaces come in contact; 
the neck folds, the elbow or underarm folds, under the breasts 
and the inner part of the thigh are spots that often become irri- 
tated.

Once this condition has occurred, take frequent baths 

comtaining starch or bicarbonate of soda. After drying

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ELEANOR ROOSEVELT—Never Runs Down 


“Better Mileage Out of Her Than From Any Other President's Wife in History."

W lin Delano Roosevelt as the 
proof of perpetual motion are 


still fond of telling about the Dem-. 


ocratic politician who seemed at’ | 


a loss for words in presenting her 
to dinner guests. Inspired at last, 
he said: “Ladies and. gentlemen, 
the taxpayers have got better mile- 
age out of Mrs, Roosevelt than out 
of any other President’s wife in 
the history of the country.” 


It was, of course, a crass under- 
statement. The tall, fast-stepping 
First Lady has far outdistanced 
her predecessors, both in mileage 
covered and in imprint upon the 
nation, Having emerged from the 
smoke and fire of earlier battles, 
her present popularity is such that 
some Eleanorites have suggested 
she be retained as official First 
Lady even if F. D. R. should not 
run again—and with cash and a 
half for overtime. 


She still has her caustic critics, 
but in the main they have dfopped 
by the wayside, left exhausted and 
hopeless by her Spartan endur- 
ance. One pen-whippet who has 
kept ahead of the rest of the pack 
is Westbrook Pegler, always sore 
as an unlanced boil, who never 
tires of nipping at her. Mirroring 
her inherent tolerance and under- 
standing,.Bleanor once said, when 
asked about Pegler: “He writes an 
awfu‘\y interesting column, I 
think.” Then she added with 
pseudo-naivete: “But it does seem 
unfortunate that he has to be mad 
about something all the time.” 


But even her friends were wor- 
ried about her when her husband 
first took the oath many long 
years ago. Democratic party lead- 
ers thought her ungainly, feared 
she would flop so awkwardly at so- 
cial functions that F. D, R. would 
lose prestige. At that time Eleanor 
was not too confident herself. Shy, 
self-conscious, and well aware that 
she would never do as a sit-in for 
Hedy Lamarr, her uneasiness was 
multiplied by a porcelain voice that 
had a tendency to break and scat- 
ter in various directions when rs 
was excited. 

Gradually she gained poise. She 
took lessons in voice, and acquired 
a steady, self-assured one. She 
dressed more carefully, and there 
are some in the nation’s capital 
who insist she now looks “lovely” 
in an evening gown. She is still 
tall as a beanpole, but she couldn’t 
do anything about that. What is 
more important is that she knows 
her facial features are topflight 
material for caricaturists, and 
laughs as hard as the next guy at 
their cartoons. 


While she thus transformed her- 
self, it might also be said that she 
transformed the nation. At the 
start of her “first term,” F. D, R. 
received many irate letters de- 
manding that he keep his wife 
locked in the kitchen, out of the 
public eye and out of mischief. 
When she began her radio talks, 
the public howl was so loud that 
she retired from radiodom in 
haste. But in June, 1934, she 
slipped cautiously back in the 
studio, and somehow the com- 
plaints ceased. 

There was a similar din when 
she first started her column, “My 
Day,” in January, 1936, but she 
strode on through the clamor un- 
perturbed. Even her sharpest 
critics will now admit that the col- 
umn is harmless, and interesting 
in a homely kind of way. Slowly 
the nation awoke to the realization 
that this personable phenomenon 
was here to stay, that she was a 
well-meaning gal with nothing 
wrong with her except a burning 
social conscience. If the country 
educated her, it is also true that 
she helped educate the country. 
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Y 1940 a national poll showed 
Binet 67 per cent of the Ameri- 

cans interview approved of her 
activities. Month before a similar 
poll gave the President only 58 per 
cent. In the light of this, some 
commentators, with tongue _ in 
cheek for a brief moment, sug- 
gested that the First Lady run for 
the presidency, in which case her 
husband, it was presumed, would 
be named the First Man. 


Besides Donald Duck Pegler, 
there is still some quacking at her 
activities. She has been blamed 
for everything from the Detroit 
race riots—because she encourages 
equal rights for Negroes—to hav-. 
ing a “sinister” effect on F. D. R.’s 
international planning. To these 
charges she replies with forbear- 
ance and good taste. 

Once, for instance, a member of 
the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union minced up to her after 
a speaking engagement in the 
Southwest and exclaimed: “Mrs. 
Roosevelt, I can’t say that I am 
glad to shake the hand of a First 
Lady who serves liquor in the 
White House!” After an embar- 
rassed silence, Eleanor replied 
sweetly: “I’m sorry you feel the 
way you do. I do my best, and I 
hope when you’re in Washington 
you'll come to see me,” Her critic 
retired in confusion. 


Nor have the complaints had 
any visible effect on her locomo- 
tive-like activities. She receives 
about 350 letters a day, and each 
gets attention. She daily dictates 
her column, syndicated in more 
than one hundred newspapers, and 
edits the first draft on a passing 
train or plane while hurrying to 
some speaking engagement. In 10 
years she has traveled an esti- 
mated 400,000 miles, and she works

a 90-hour week. She has ifnex- 
haustible energy, and unfailing 
health. She is never accompanied 
by secret service operatives on her 
lone jaunts to New York and other 
cities, and the story goes that none 
could be found with sufficient 
stamina to keep pace with her, 


A peek at any newspaper 
“morgue,” or reference room, gives 
a dizzying indication of her whirl- 
wind wanderings. For one short 
span of time a morgue card reads: 
“Defends E. J. Flynn nomination 
as minister to Australia”; “speaks 
on war effect on human values”; 
“speaks on United States role in 
postwar world”; “speaks on juve- 
nile delinquency”; “visits Chelsea 
Naval Hospital”; “christens wood- 
en barge Pine Tree”; “speaks to 
Barnard College students”; “ap- 
proves 48-hour-week in labor- 
shortage areas”; “backs Wallace’s 
global views”; “visits Fort Des 
Moines WAC headquarters”; ‘“do- 
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nates dress to Russian War Relief 
drive.” 
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SYCHOLOGISTS, who insist 

morbidly on explaining every- 

thing, might well say that Mrs. 
Roosevelt's extreme extroversion is 
merely a form of compensation for 
an introverted childhood. Eleanor 
herself speaks of her “ugly duck- 
ling” period, in the autobiography, 
“This Is My Story.” Orphaned at 
the age of 9, she went to live with 
her paternal grandmother, and 
since all members of the family 
were either too young or too old 
for her companionship, she spent 
most of her hours in the mansion 
library, 


She became taciturn and un- 
social, and even her French and 
German maids found it a tough job 
to make conversation with her. 
Around the house they began call- 
ing her “Granny,” an unkind and 
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AND UNFAILING HEALTH, 


thoughtless appellation that caused 
her sharp anguish in the presence 
of guests. 


When she was 15 years old, she 
was sent to an English school run 
by a Frenchwoman named Mlle. 
Souvestre, and it was here that she 
first became indoctrinated with 
social consciousness. After three 
years she returned to New York, 
began teaching at the Rivington 
Street Settlement House, and so 
launched her astonishing career of 
social service, 


About this time she began see- 
ing her fifth cousin, Franklin, who 
was a student at Harvard. She 
had first met him years before, and 
her earliest recollection of him 
flashes back to the day when he 
came to her house as a child and 
rode her around the yard on his 
back, piggy-back style. On re- 
sumption of this initial acquaint- 
anceship, when she was in her late 


teens, they began writing to each 
other, somewhat stiffly,, signing 
their letters “Very sincerely 
yours.” They became engaged in 
1904, when Eleanor was 20, and 
were married the following year. 

For the next 10 years or so, as 
Mrs. Roosévelt herself relates, she 
was too. busy to embark on fur- - 
ther social work. “I was always 
just getting over having a baby or 
about to have one,” she says in 
autobiography, “and so my~Occu- 
pations vere considerably restrict- 
ed in this period.” When F. D. R. 
went into politics his wife’s mul- 
tiple personality blossomed forth, 
and from then on it was every 
man for himself. 
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HE demonstrated her ability to 
Gacovt herself to any contingency 

when her husband Was stricken 
with infantile paralysis in 1921. Al- 
though she had a fear of water, 
she learned to swim in order to 
accompany her husband to the 
pool. Her physicians F-d recom- 
mended hard exercis: as part of 
the program for his rehabilitation. 
Mrs. Roosevelt also overcame her 
fear of horses and learned to ride, 
expertly, and to drive an automo- 
bile. 

Another facet of her remarkable 
adaptability was shown years 
later when she was first asked to 
write a daily column. At the 
beginning, as a trial, she painfully 
wrote long, dull essays, having had 
little if any experience in the art 
of writing for commercial purposes. 
Then a friend suggesced that she 
write him a daily letter, infor- 
mally relating her little doings of 
the day. She did so, and he was 
delighted, urging her to write her 
columns in the same homely fash- 
ion. She is now one of the most 
widely-read columnists in the 
country, and those who do not read 
her usually hear her, sooner or 
later. Chiefly irritated by her col- 
umn are girl reporters, who find 
themselves consistently “scooped” 
on her activities, - 

Because of the simple, chatty 
way in which “My Day” is written, 
most readers get the impression 
that Eleanor withholds nothing, 
but this is not true. For example, 
when the King and Queen of Eng- 
land visited Hyde Park, she told 
humorously in her column about 
the butler dropping a tray fulljof 
glasses, in his nervousness, and of 
the sudden collapse, a moment 
later, of a serving table laden with 
chinaware. What she omitted from 
her column was the President's 
outcry following the second crash: 
“Scram, ladies!” 

There is another “catastrophic” 
incident never chronicled by Col- 
umnist Roosevelt. A Southern lady, 
Sheila Hibben, was ushered into 
Eleanor’s room on one occasion be- 
fore the First Lady had entered. 
Mrs. Roosevelt's husky German 
Shepherd, apparently for lack of 
anything else to do, promptly bit 
Sheila’s ankle with zest. There 
were screams, rushing of maids 
and similar bits of business be- 
fore Mrs. Roosevelt hurried in. 

“What happened?” she asked in 
horror. 

“The dog done bit Miss Sheila,” 
replied Mamie, Eleanor’s Negro 
maid, 

Eleanor threw up her hands. 
“Mamie,” she said with finality, 
“that settles it. From now on 
we're going to keep a bottle of 
iodine in this room.”

J vents. is being a thing of 

beauty is only a small part of 
the motive for wearing it. Like 
war decorations, these glittering

The King and Queen of England 
are entitled to wear the Crown 
Jewels but they would never think 
of wearing them at a nightclub, if 
they ever went nightclubbing. 


Sally Milgrim, as one of New 
York’s foremost dress designers, 
and her husband, Charles Milgrim, 
head of the well-known dress 
shops, had every right to enter a 
certain New York nightclub, ablaze 
with a fortune in these emblems 
of success. But it was tempting 
providence. 


In the course of the gay evening 
Sally went to the ladies’ room 
where she refreshed her make-up 
before one of a row of mirrors 
provided for those facial chores. 
She took no notice of another 
woman sitting at the next one and 
doing the same thing. Why should 
she?

Ladyfinger entered the car with 
the three men and the Milgrims 
drove to their home at Woods- 
burgh, L. I,

,»be expected that a black sedan 
full of gunmen would greet the 
Milgrims just as they got home, as 
happened with the Weiners and 
Guysy Rose Lee.

T WAS that dreary drudgery

Often as much 
as 98 per centis all for nothing, but, 
if it ig slurred over in the actual 
doing, cases like these are likely 
to remain unbroken until all con- 
cerned die of old age. 

This patient wearing out of shoe 
leather is generally what is going 
on during those lapses when the 
public thinks the authorities have 
gone to sleep. 

The investigation occupied a 
small-sized army of us and one 
would expect quick results, espe- 
cially as the ‘two leaders and their 
gang were furnishing only too dra- 
matic evidence that they were in 
the New York metropolitan area. 

Mrs, James Forrestal, wife of the 
Under Secretary of the Navy, left 
a New York nightclub:one night 
with several friends. As in the 
other performances of the gang, 
Ladyfinger had already’ given 
Mrs. Forrestal’s jewels expert pre- 
liminary appraisal. 

When Mrs. Forrestal’s limousine 
turned into Beekman place where 
she Hved, a maroon sedan forced 
it to the curb. Three men swarmed 
about the Forrestal car and opened 
its doors, 

“Let’s have the jewelry, lady, in 
a hurry!” 

“Don’t be silly!” Mrs. Forrestal 
exclaimed, But they did not look 
silly, 

It seemed to the victims that one 
moment they were in the hands of 
the robbers, then just as suddenly 
the maroon sedan was rounding 
the corner of Beekman place. 

That job, which took less than 
a minute, brought the gang $75,000. 

Again, the New York police, the 
F. B. I. and the Pinkertons rec- 
ognized the handiwork of the gang. 
Again ita victims identified the two 
leaders, Again radio cars raced 
throughout the metropolitan area, 
mere minutes behind the gang— 
but always behind. 

It seemed to us as if the gang 
not only knew how to stay ahead 
of the police but they also seemed 
to know what the police were do- 
ing at any moment in the many- 
sided hunt for them. 

By that time our plodding foot- 
work had produced a hundred or 
so promising leads, some of which 
led us down blind alleys while 


others were near enough right to 
tease us, though a detective must 
get used to losing every battle but 
the last. 

One, for instance, led Inspector 
King and Captain Mosher of our 
Agency to a shack surrounded by 
woodland near Smithtown, Long 
Island, The detective chiefs, 
dressed as fishermen, looked the 
house over from a distance, It was 
a two-story frame dwelling almost 
screened from view by trees and 
shrubbery.

Dinner

its merry course. Every Thurs- 

day, one or another of the four 
male members of the club cooks 
the dinner and the _ ever-loving 
wives plus the other three hus- 
bands sit back in leisure and dine 
on the fat of the land, in keeping 
with rations. 


This .last dinner, given last 
Thursday, was built around three 
young rabbits. It seems that a 
friend of one of the members had 
gone into the back-yard rabbit 
business early in the year ‘and 
plump young bunnies came along 
this spring. 

In an old recipe book, written 
fin old-fashioned script, was a way 
in which rabbit had been prepared, 
years ago, in Maryland. And this 
recipe was followed with care. And 
around the rabbit were sundry 
good things which men like to 
cook, and so here was the menu: 


Jellied consomme 
Rabbit a la Maryland 
Cottage fried new potatoes 
Victory Garden carrots and peas 
Apple and orange salad 
Cheese and coffee, 


Now, here is really a grand din- 
ner for a man to cook and also a 
grand dinner for a group to enjoy. 
Of course,-the consomme is simple 
~a few ration tickets and sundry 
@emall change and the canned arti- 
cle is ready to place in the refrig- 
erator and then serve cold when 
needed. Americans now get the 
world’s best and most widely varied 
soups—thanks to the chefs in the 
soup factories. 
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Rabbit in the Maryland man- 
ner starts by catching your rab- 
bit—three fat young ones, 
cleaned, jointed or cut into quar- 
ters, make enough for eight peo- 
ple. Salt and pepper each piece, 
then roll it in flour. Then dip it 
in beaten egg and then roll it in 
bread crumbs or cornmeal. 


. aoe 

@ ARRANGE THE PIECES in 
a baking pan in which a little but- 
ter has been melted. (Or bacon 
drippings may be used.) Place in 
a hot oven and let the rabbit 
brown. From that point on, lower 
the heat to medium (about 350 
degrees) and baste with a mixture 
of melted butter and white wine— 
or lemon juice may be used. Bake 
until meat is tender which will 
require from half an hour to three- 
quartera of an hour, depending 
upon the rabbits. 
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In the meantime, use four ta- 
blespoonsful of the essence in 
the pan, cook it in a skillet with 
the same amount of flour and 
then add milk, pepper and salt, 
for a good cream gravy. Strain 
to insure it is smooth. 
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FRY CRISP some slices of 
Place the rabbit on a hot 
platter, dress with some of the 
sauce, garnish with the bacon 
strips, and serve the rest of the 
sauce in a side dish, 

No potato in the world goes s0 
well with this rabbit dish as new 
potatoes, boiled with the skins on 
until not quite done, then allowed 
to cool, then skinned and sliced 
and fried a golden brown—and, 
last of all, salted to taste and then 
served with a sprinkling of finely 
chopped parsley. 

If the hens in the victory poul- 
try yard are behaving smartly and 
the egg basket is in position to 
dole out an extra egg or two, hold 
these fried potatoes a moment be- 
fore removing from the pan, and 
dash over them a few eggs, well- 
beaten. When the beaten eggs 
have trickled around among the 
potato slices and become properly 
cooked, take a warm, round plate 
in your left hand, seize the handle 
of the skillet in the right hand 
and with a deft turn of the wrist, 
deposit the potato omelette bottom 
side up on the plate. Or, to be on 
the safe side, place the plate top 
side down over the top of the 
skillet and then turn the two to- 
gether, thus avoiding accidents. 


Then there is the little matter 
of the drinkables with this din- 
ner. There are various roads we 
may travel. The citizen of the 
world will serve, in this day and 
age, probably a California dry red 
wine from Sonoma County, or a 
New York State or Ohio dry white 
wine. The Bohemian will serve 
ample glasses of bottled beer with 
the meat course. 


Cabbage Dinner 


Comes the day you want to save 
some meat ration points, lay hold 
of an average size head of cab- 
bage and cook it to just short of 
being tender. Then cut it into 
coarse shreds—not too fine. 


Have ready a pint of medium 
heavy white sauce, a cup of grat- 
ed cheese, half a cup of cracker 
or stale bread crumbs and a few 
dabs of butter. 

Now, butter a baking dish and 
place a layer of cabbage on the 
bottom. Sprinkle a layer of grat- 
ed cheese, season with salt, pepper 
and paprika and then pour on a 
thin layer of cream sauce. Con- 
tinue this way uhtil all the ingre- 
dients are used up, finishing with 
cream sauce. Then cover with the 
«crumbs and dabs of butter. Set 
fn a medium oven until the crumbs 
are nicely browned. 

No meat is needed to make a 
dinner. A salad of apples, nuts 
and celery, dressed with mayon- 
naise, and a berry pie, will round 
out a good meal.

SALAD. . 

One-half pound macaroni, three 
cups finely shredded cabbage, one 
tablespoon minced green pepper, 
one pimento, finely chopped; one 
teaspoon grated onion, one-half cup 
grated cheese, American or Swiss; 
mayonnaise, sliced or quartered to- 
matoes. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain thorough- 
ly and hold under cold water to 
separate. Place in the refrigerator 
until chilled. Be sure that maca- 
roni is drained of all water, then 
add cabbage, green pepper, pimento 
and grated onion. Season with salt 
and pepper and add sufficient may- 
onnaise, tossing lightly until thor- 
oughly blended.

_ All planes arrived safely, re- 
turned safely, got back safely.” 
Such uses of “safely” are illogical, 
although there are many who will 
stoutly defend them. But the facts 
are these: 


“Safely” is an adverb. In “All 
planes arrived safely,” the adverb 
“safely” modifies the verb “ar- 
rived,” good adverbs should. 
“Arrived safely,” then, means only 
that the arrival of the planes was 
made safely. But what of their 
going out? What of their runs 
over the target? What of their 
flight back through swarms of 
enemy fighters? “Arrived safely” 
doesn't tell us that the planes took 
off, performed their mission, and 
came back without damage. It 
merely tells us that the arrival at 
the home base was safely made.

This misuse of “safely” has be- 
come so fixed in newspaper and 
radio reporting that it has led to 
such errors as, “Churchill, after 
his flight from Africa, is now 
safely at home.” This is quoted 
verbatim from a recent Associ- 
ated Press release.

@ LET US LOOK at the grammar 
of the construction. A good rule 
is found in College Handbook of 
Composition, by Woolley and Scott 
(D. C. Heath and Company): “The 
word following the verb should be 
an adjective if it describes the sub- 
ject; if it modifies the action of 
the verb, it should be an adverb.” 

Now, in telling of a bombing 
raid by Allied planes, we wish to 
say to our readers that the planes 
and their personnel (the subject) 
suffered no damage or injury, 
which was found to be the case 
when they completed their mission 
and were back at their base. Ob- 
viously, we are concerned with the 
condition of the planes and per- 
sonnel, and not with the manner 
of their arrival (action of the 
verb). Therefore, the adjective 
“safe” should be used to describe 
the subject, thus: All planes ar- 
rived safe; all planes returned 
safe; all planes but two got home 


safe. 
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To prove that this is correct, 
let us rearrange the sentence 
thus: “All planes were found to 
be safe on their arrival.” Isn’t 
that exactly what we mean to 
say? Certainly; we mean to say 
that they returned or arrived un- 
damaged (adjective), that the 
créws were uninjured (adjec- 
tive), that at all times, from 
their departure to their return, 
all were safe (adjective). 
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@ A SIMILAR ERROR is found 
in the popujar expression “feel 
badly; , look - badly.” 

The same textbook says, “such 
verbs as be, become, seem, smell, 
sound, taste, feel, look, etc., com- 
monly require an adjective.” 

In this case, the adjective “bad” 
is required. “I feel badly” means 
literally that my sense of touch is 
defective; that, probably through 
paralysis, I am not able to feel as 
nature intended. “I look badly” 
implies that I had better have my 
poor vision corrected by proper 
lenses, 

All authorities agree that if you 
fee] unwell, you feel bad. If you 
are sorry about a mistake or some 
unfortunate occurrence, you feel 
bad about it. If your appearance 
is not up to par, you look bad.

Hot-Weather Seed Bed 


Is Almost 


HEX a cabbage comes to the! 
table or you've pulled a few 
feet of beets, onions, etc.; be 
ready with new plants to fill in 
the spaces. Plenty of vegetables 
will stand the transplanting if you 
start them out right. That’s what 
makes a hot-weather seed bed so 
important. 
Without protection at the start, 


few vegetable seeds can be expected 
to live up to our patriotic hopes 
for them now, when the ther- 
mometer hits the top under the 
summer sun, And if you want to 
find the water level in your gar- 
den now, you'd better take a pick- 
ax for digging down. That's a fact 
in any garden not within reach of 
a hose for a thorough soaking at 
least once a week, 

The simplest sort of protection 
is all that is necessary to make 
seedlings thrive. Here are the easy 
plans and a listing of the few 
materials you will need for the 
hot-weather seed bed. 


First select your site. A four- 
foot square space near your water 
faucet is big enough to fill in the 
gaps in the average backyard gar- 
den. You will need four boards, 
1”x6” each, of cypress, if you can 
get it. Knotty pine will do also, 
and its cheap and not on any 
priority listings. 


Square off the corners accurately 
and you will simplify the whole 
job. The boards should set about 
halfway in and halfway above the 
ground level. Next, go to work on 
the soil inside the frame. Dump in 
at least two buckets of sand and 
five pounds or more of peat moss 
or any sort of commerci.* humus. 
If you can also add a few buckets 
of good rich loamy soil, the seed- 
lings will repay you in the sturdiest 
way. 

A little hoeing and plenty of 
raking will make a nice mixture 
of the seed bed filling. The raised 
beds will be easy to work and pro- 
vide the good drainage that young 
plants like best. 

Six uprights, two feet high and 
of one to one and a half inch 
thickness can be cut from 12-foot 
piece, Knock them into the ground 
a couple of inches and then nail 
them against the frame for extra 
sturdiness, From and back, nail a 
cross-piece on which to rest the 
“shades.” 

Roller or flat-frame screens of 
lathes or the sturdy new mesh- 
screening made of twisted paper 
that looks like a heavy fabric 
sacking, are your choice for 


shades, The paper mesh sacking 
can be bought from seed stores, 
come 45 inches wide and is very 
inexpensive. Handle it with a lit- 
tle care and you'll be able to use 
it for several years. 

Choose your shading tactics ac- 
cording to whether you work best 
with a hammer, knitting needles, 
or have.a good strong thumb for 
tacks. That is, you nail the lathes 
spaced their own width apart, onto 
wood like a firring strip, to make

fabric, I'd suggest tacking the 
stuff onto the cross-piece of one 
end of the seed bed frame and 
onto a curved pole made out of an 
old broomstick, on the other. Roll- 
ing it back when you want to 
work or water, is simple then. 
Also the roll can easily be stored 
in some corner at the season's end. 
You might also want to use the 
paper mesh to shade a garden row 
of some particular vegetable fa- 
vorite. For that, space uprights 
about two feet high, 36 inches 
apart on either side of the row. 
Knock them into the soil deeply 
enough for sturdiness and then 
take any wood scrap to make the 
top rail, nailed on top of the up- 
rights. Thumb tacks or staples 
will hold the fabric in place, It’s 
made to take “weathering.” 
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GRAND STRATEGY, all this, 
for keeping the garden in full pro- 
duction right up until the time the 


broiling sun is routed, and the au- 
tumn growing season brings the 
weather over to our side, In your 
shaded seed bed, this is the time 
to start endive, celery cabbage, 
late snowball cauliflower, broccoli 
and any of the quick maturing 
cabbages. Parsley is another good 
idea, 

In your seed bed, six inches be- 
tween rows is plenty of spacing. 
Then you can water between the 
rows without wetting the plants. 
If you have a way of watering 
with a very fine mist spray, all- 
over watering is ideal, but heavy 
drops splattering onto tender 
leaves*is a form of sabotage we 
cannot allow. It’s the same rule 
that holds for garden watering; 
soak the ground well, never give 
just a surface wetting, no splash- 
ing on the plants. After sundown 
each evening give the seed bed a 
good big drink for the constant 
dampness that good germination 
requires. If you are going to plant 
under shading in the garden, space 
your rows far enough apart so 
that you can dig sort of irrigation 
canals between rows and fill them 
up with the hose each evening, 
without “washing” the seed fur- 
rows.

In all such sentences, each 
clause should have its own auzxil- 
iary, as: “A large fire was set, and 
six planes were destroyed. A de- 
stroyer was sunk, and seven trans- 
ports were damaged.” Brevity is 
the soul.of wit, but it often lacks 
the essence of good English. 

Three other common mistakes 
are “shambles” for rubble, wreck- 
age, “decimated” for wiped out, 
annihilated, and “shrapnel” for 
bomb or shell splinters. 

A shamble is a slaughter house, 
hence, figuratively, a scene of vio- 
lent bloodshed. A destroyed bridge, 
dam, or building cannot be a 
shambles unless the destruction 
thereof was attended by great 
bloodshed. 

Decimate means “to take one 
out of 10.” The word is from the 
Latin decimus, “tenth,” and its 
original meaning was “to select] 
by lot and put to death 
tenth man.”

SELF ONCE. hasn’t been heard from lately. And 
little is heard, too, from the directing fellow who carried a long 
stick and often in his excitemen struck his puppets when they 


missed lines. 


Few of the old time picturesque directors remain on the 
scene, which is bad for Hollywood color, but a lot better for the 
efficiency side. Sam Wood, for instance, looks and acts and 
dresses like a business man. He never raises his voice. But you 
must admit he makes smart moving pictures—one after the 
other. Lewis Milestone, Mitchell Leisen, Charles Vidor, Wesley 
Ruggles, Preston Sturges, many others in the “name” category, 
are all strictly “background” men completely out of line with 
blatant directorial tradition. 


Still in the ring are Cecil B. De Mille, who loves to taunt his 
players via the public address system, Gregory Ratoff, the 
ebullient, effervescent Russian; William Wellman, who shouts 
and wears puttees; Michael Curtiz, who slaughters the English 
language while making great pictures, and Walter Lang, who 
laughs and weeps with his actors, his face squeezing out every 
emotion in which he is directing them. Then, of course, there 
gre Ernst Lutbitsch and his frayed cigar and ceaseless Donald 
Duck-pacing and—before he went off to war—John Ford, who 
chews handkerchiefs to bits and breaks pipe stems between his 
teeth while directing. .

THEY KNOW ABOUT ACTING. Undoubtedly the change in 
types is due to the fact that as the older directors drop out 
they are replaced by directors who were once actors. That 
should have a lot to do with the prevailing mood of mildness on 
the sets. Such ex-performers as Irving Cummings, Otto Pre- 
minger, Normaf Foster, Ricardo Cortez, Edmund Goulding, Rob- 
ert Z. Leonard, Wesley Ruggles, Vincent Sherman and Raoul 
Walsh probably have an actor’s interests more at heart than 
fellows who have never been in front of a camera, 


Pichel, apostle of the new order, came to Hollywood with many 
years of little theater work in such cities as St. Louis, and with 
a course of George Pierce Baker’s 47 Workshop, behind him. 
Primarily he was an actor and he still likes to take a fling be- 
fore his own cameras. In the 13 years he has been in Hollywood 
Pichel has been featured in 33 pictures. His record as a director 
covers only the past four years during which he has directed 
16 top-drawer productions. 


A gangling six-footer who contents himself with the belief that 
actors know what they are doing and have only to be shown 
what to do and not how to do it, Pichel (pronounced Pitch-el) 
races through pictures on schedule, has never been known to 
raise his voice and confesses shyly that he worries more about 
whether his players like him than the quality of their per- 


formance.

Sale of Blue Net 
For $8,000,000 Not 
To Affect Operation 


ALE Friday of the Blue Net- 

work Co, for eight million dol- 

lars cash by the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America to ‘Edward J. 
Noble, owner of Station WMCA, 
New York City, is expected to have 
little effect on operation of the 
chain and its member stations. 
RCA will continue to operate its 
NBC network. -. Noble, a former 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
and now chairman of the Life 
Savers Corporation, says he will 
sell his interest in WMCA. 


Noble’s investment in the Blue 
net will eventually amount to con- 
siderably more than the eight mil- 
lion dollars, for he will have to 
provide. New York studios for 
television and frequency modula- 
tion broadcasting after the war. 
The Blue net now shares the Ra- 
dio City studios with the NBC. 
“Variety” said recently that James 
H. McGraw of the McGraw-Hill 
publishing firm was _ associated 
with noble in bidding for the Blue 
net, 

The sale by RCA was necessi- 
tated by a ruling some time ago 
by the Federal Coommunications 
Commission against ownership of 
two networks in common.

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ORESHADOWING the collapse of Benito Mussolini's political power 
was the decay of his theatrical instinct. Photographs of his most 
recent public appearances before his ousting as Italian Premier 

make it evident that the actor in the man was, if not dead, at least in 
abeyance. The misfortunes which war had brought—the loss of Italy's 
colonial empire, the increasing danger to the homeland, his depend- 
ence on his fellow dictator, Hitler, the weakening of his hold on his own 
disillusioned people—apparently had made him realize that life was 


' 
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real and life was earnest—not a magnificent play in which he had a 
tremendéus hero's role. Inthe years when he was building up Italy's 
military power, preaching the glories of war and making war on 
weaker nations, Mussolini played that role to the hilt and any place 
where there was an audience could serve him as a stage. On almost 
every public appearance he engaged in stagey posturings, and when 
he made a speech he treated the audience to a combination of statu- 
esque: attitudes, flamboyant gestures, shameless mugging and bom-

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bastic bellowing that outhammed the hammiest of professional actors. 
The photographs on this page illustrate the change in this aspect of 
Mussolini's personality before his downfall. The four corner pictures 
show him speaking with characteristic theatricalism before a Fascist 
mass meeting in Rome in 1934.
